The opening of a permanent Immigration Appeal Board office in 
Winnipeg and the appointment of three members to be located in 
Winnipeg will increase the Board's capability to hear appeals and 
provide a more balanced distribution of regional resources (see

C. Background 
1. =‘ Introduction 


The Immigration Appeal Board is an independent statutory judicial tribunal esta- 
blished under the Immigration Act to hear and decide upon appeals made under 
sections 72, 73 and 79 of the Act, and to hear applications for redetermination 
under the provisions of Section 70 of the Act. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The Immigration Appeal Board receives its mandate under Part IV of the Immigratiot 
PNG tsmL 7 Gs 


3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Board is "to make available to persons who have been ordered 
removed from Canada or to persons in Canada whose relatives have been refused 
admission to Canada, an independent court to which they may appeal such decisions, 
not only on legal grounds, but also on discretionary grounds; and to permit the 
redetermination of refugee claims". 


4. Program Description 


Functions: Under the Immigration Act, the Immigration Appeal Board carries 
out two major functions: 


Appeals: The Immigration Act provides for four types of appeal that can 
be heard by the Board in a full public hearing (court): (a) under Section 72, perma- 
nent residents of Canada or Convention refugees who have been ordered deported 
from Canada may appeal on legal and/or equitable grounds; (b) under Section 72, 
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persons with valid visas, who have been refused entry into Canada, may appeal 
on legal and equitable grounds; (c) under Section 73, the Minister of Employment 
and Immigration may appeal to the Board from the decision of an adjudicator 
which allows a person to enter or remain in Canada; and (d) under Section 79, a 
Canadian citizen, who has sponsored an application for landing in Canada made 
by a member of the family class, may appeal the refusal of that application 

(see pages 14 to 16 for extracts from the Immigration Act). 


Applications for Redetermination of a Claim to be a Convention Refugee: 
A Convention refugee is any person who, by reason of a well-founded fear of 
persecution for reasons of race, religion, nationality, membership in a particular 
‘social group or political opinion, is unwilling to return to his country of nationality 
or habitual residence (see page 14 for extract from Section 2 of the Immigration 
Act). Persons whose claim to be a Convention refugee has been refused by the 
Minister of Employment and Immigration may apply to the Board for a redetermi- 
nation of their status. An application for redetermination is first considered by 

a quorum of the Board in chambers (out of court). The application must be accom- 
panied by a statutory declaration setting out the details of the applicant's claim 
and by the transcript of an examination under oath in respect of his claim. The 
Board considers these documents and if it finds that there are reasonable grounds 
to believe that the claim upon a hearing could be established, it must allow the 
application to proceed to a full public hearing. In all other cases it must refuse 
to allow the application to proceed and is required to determine that the applicant 
‘is not a Convention refugee. 


Procedures: Unless an in camera hearing is requested by one of the parties, all 
appeals and applications allowed to proceed and matters arising out of these 
actions are heard in full public hearings. The hearings involve presentation of 
evidence (written or oral) and legal arguments. The Minister of Employment and 
‘Immigration is a party to all appeals and applications for redetermination which 
have been allowed to proceed. The Minister is represented before the Board by 


designated officers within the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission 
BCEIC):; 


Written reasons for judgement must be prepared by the Board in all sponsor- 
ship appeals and in any other case at the request of one of the parties. Decisions 
of the Board are reviewable by the Federal Court of Appeal. 


5. Program Organization for Delivery 


The Immigration Appeal Board has its headquarters in Ottawa. Permanent courts 
are established in Ottawa, Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver. A permanent registry 
office is located in Winnipeg. The Board sits on a regular basis at its regional 
courts, and travels to other cities in Canada as the volume of cases requires. 


The Board may consist of no less than seven and not more than 18 members, 


including a Chairman and five Vice-Chairmen. The Board presently consists of 
the Chairman, five Vice-Chairmen and 11 members, all of whom are appointed by 
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Governor in Council. The Chairman and not less than two other members, or a 
Vice-Chairman and not less than two other members, constitute a quorum of the 
Board. 


Two branches provide administrative support to the Board. The Operations 
Branch, under the direction of a Senior Registrar, is responsible for operational 
support including the administration of the courts, the provision of legal advice 
and the control of court documents. The Finance and Administration Branch, 
headed by a Director, is responsible for financial and administrative support. 
Figure 2 shows the organization structure of the Board.

D. Planning Perspective 
I. Environment 


The actions before the Immigration Appeal Board result directly from decisions 
made within the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission. While appellants 
before the Board represent a small number of the immigrant population, major 
changes to the immigrant intake levels, as set by CEIC, could affect the number 

of appeals reaching the Board, as could major policy changes or changes to the 
legislation. The number of applications for redetermination of a claim to be a 
Convention refugee made to the Board is influenced by the global refugee situation. 


PL: Initiatives 


Extended legal and research systems are expected to relieve the members of 
considerable research, drafting and editing activities so that they may meet a 
hearing schedule that requires each member to sit some 26 weeks. 


The opening of a permanent Immigration Appeal! Board Registry in Winnipeg 
and the appointment of three members to be located in Winnipeg and a fourth in 
Vancouver will increase the Board's hearing capability and provide a more balanced 
distribution of regional resources. 
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3. Program Effectiveness 


While the number of decisions made and the turnaround time are significant 
factors in measuring the Board's effectiveness, more important is the obligation 
to ensure and protect the rights of the parties to be heard in a manner and 
atmosphere consistent with the spirit of the Immigration Act and the principles 
of natural justice. The Board ensures that this obligation is met by monitoring 
the internal systems which support the judicial function to exact compliance 
with the law and established practices and procedures in the administration of 
the courts and the registry. 


The number of decisions made will depend upon the number of panels which 
can be convened. The mix of applications for redetermination of refugee claims 
and appeals and the readiness of the parties to proceed once a case has been 
scheduled will also affect the number of decisions. 


The Board considers that ideally a decision should be made within three 
months and has defined a reasonable turnaround time as not more than six months. 
Given the existing legislation governing the composition of the Board, and the 
current workload trends, the Board will fail to reach this goal and the turnaround 
time will continue to increase. By the end of 1984-85 it is expected that appellants 
will be required to wait 34 months before their appeals are decided. Refugee 
claimants who have applied for a redetermination of their claims by the Board 
will face a waiting period of 5.5 months before a decision to allow or to refuse to 
allow the claim to proceed will be made. A further 30 months could elapse before 
those allowed to proceed will be heard in court. 


4, Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The Board's workload consists primarily of two major items, appeals and applica- 
tions for redetermination. Applications for redetermination are initially reviewed 
in chambers in order to determine if they will be allowed to proceed to a full 
hearing whereas all appeals are heard in a full hearing. Figure 3 presents the 
workload for the Board. The cases heard in a full public hearing shown in Figure 3 
include appeals, matters arising out of appeals, and applications allowed to proceed.

The intake of cases which must be heard in a full public hearing is expected 
to increase to 1,700 in 1984-85. The Board plans to schedule 150 weeks of public 
hearings with an average of six cases decided each week. 


The intake of applications for redetermination of refugee claims is expected 
to reach 1,600. Since there is no requirement for the parties to be present, the 
Board is able to schedule these hearings with greater flexibility than for those 
cases required to be heard in court. It is planned to schedule some 60 panels 
over the year to consider redeterminations. Each panel will consider approximately 
25 claims.

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C. Extracts from the Immigration Act 
1. Section 2 - Interpretation 


"Convention refugee" means any person who, by reason of a well-founded fear of 
persecution for reasons of race, religion, nationality, membership in a particular 
social group or political opinion, (a) is outside the country of his nationality and 

is unable or, by reason of such fears, is unwilling to avail himself of the protection 
of that country, or (b) not having a country of nationality, is outside the country 
of his former habitual residence and is unable or, by reason of such fears, is 
unwilling to return to that country. 


The term "Convention" in the expression "Convention refugee" refers to 
the United Nations Convention Relating to the Status of Refugees signed at 
Geneva on the 28th day of July, 1951 and includes the Protocol thereto signed at 
New York on the 31st day of January, 1967. 


Ze Section 70 - Application for Redetermination 


(1) A person who claims to be a Convention refugee and has been informed in 
writing by the Minister pursuant to subsection 45(5) that he is not a Convention 
refugee may, within such period of time as is prescribed, make an application to 
the Board for a redetermination of this claim that he is a Convention refugee. 


(2) Where an application is made to the Board pursuant to subsection (1), the 
application shall be accompanied by a copy of the transcript of the examination 
under oath referred to in subsection 45(1) and shall contain or be accompanied by 
a declaration of the applicant under oath setting out: 


(a) the nature of the basis of the application; 


(b) astatement in reasonable detail of the facts on which the application 
is based; 


(c) asummary in reasonable detail of the information and evidence intended 
to be offered at the hearing; and 


(d) such other representations as the applicant deems relevant to the 
application. 


3. Section 72 - Removal Orders 


(1) Where a removal order is made against a permanent resident, other than a 
person with respect to whom a report referred to in subsection 40(1) has been 
made, or against a person lawfully in possession of a valid returning resident 
permit issued to him pursuant to the regulations, that person may appeal to the 
Board on either or both of the following grounds, namely, 
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(a) on any ground of appeal that involves a question of law or fact, or 
mixed law and fact; and 


(b) on the ground that, having regard to all the circumstances of the 
case, the person should not be removed from Canada. 


(2) Where a removal order is made against a person who: 


(a) has been determined by the Minister or the Board to be a Convention 
refugee but is not a permanent resident; or 


(b) seeks admission and at the time that a report with respect to him was 
made by an immigration officer pursuant to subsection 20(1) was in 
possession of a valid visa; 


that person may, subject to subsection (3), appeal to the Board on either or both 
of the following grounds namely: 


(c) onany ground of appeal that involves a question of law or fact, or 
mixed law and fact; and 


(d) on the ground that, having regard to the existence of compassionate 
or humanitarian considerations, the person would not be removed 
from Canada. 


(3) W here a deportation order is made against a person described in paragraph 
(2)(a) or (b) who: 


(a) is a person with respect to whom a certificate referred to in 
subsection 39(1) has been filed; or 


(b) has been determined by an adjudicator to be a member of an inadmis- 
sible class described in paragraph 19(1)(e), (£) or (g); 


that person may appeal to the Board on any ground of appeal that involves a 
question of law or fact, or mixed law and fact. 


4, Section 73 - Appeal by Minister 

The Minister may appeal to the Board on any ground of appeal that involves a 
question of law or fact, or mixed law and fact, from a decision by an adjudicator 
that a person who is the subject of an inquiry is a person who may be granted 
admission or is not a person against whom a removal order should be made. 

5. Section 79 - Appeal by Sponsor 

(1) Where a person has sponsored an application for landing made by a member of 


the family class, an immigration officer or visa offficer, as the case may be, 
may refuse to approve the application on the grounds that: 
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(a) the person who sponsored the application does not meet the require- 
ments of the regulations respecting persons who sponsor applications 
for landing; or 


(b) the member of the family class does not meet the requirements of 
this Act or the regulations; 


and the person who sponsored the application shall be informed of the reasons for 
the refusal. 


(2) A Canadian citizen who has sponsored an application for landing that is refused 
pursuant to subsection (1) may appeal to the Board on either or both of the following 
grounds, namely: 


(a) on any ground of appeal that involves a question of law or fact, or 
mixed law and fact; and 


(b) on the ground that there exist compassionate or humanitarian consider- 
ations that warrant the granting of special relief. 


(3) The Board may dispose of an appeal made pursuant to subsection (2) by allowing 
it or by dismissing it, and shall notify the Minister and the person who made the 
appeal of its decision and the reason therefor. 


(4) Where the Minister has been notified by the Board that an appeal has been 
allowed pursuant to subsection (3), he shall cause the review of the application to 
be resumed by an immigration officer or visa officer, as the case may be, and 
the application shall be approved where it is determined that the person who 
sponsored the application and the members of the family class meet the require- 
ments of this Act and the regulations, other than those requirements upon which 
the decision of the Board has been given.

Preface 


This Expenditure Plan is designed to be used as a reference document, 
and as such contains several levels of detail to respond to the various 
needs of its audience.

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Departmental Summary 


Roles and Responsibilities 


The Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development Act, 1970 (as 
amended) defines the scope of the Department's responsibilities. 
Broadly speaking, the Department: 


fulfills the lawful obligations of the federal government 
arising from treaties and the Indian Act (for example, paying 
treaty benefits and administering Indian lands and trust 
monies) ; 


provides for the delivery of basic services (such as 
education, social assistance, housing, and community 
infrastructure) to status Indian and Inuit communities; 


assists Indians and Inuit to acquire employment skills and to 
develop viable businesses; 


negotiates the settlement of claims relating to aboriginal 
title not extinguished by treaty or superseded by law, or 
relating to past non-fulfillment of government obligations; 


provides transfer payments to the governments of Yukon and 
the Northwest Territories to assist in financing basic 
services for nortnerners; and 


manayes land use, resource development and the environment in 
the North either directly, or in collaboration with other 
federal departments such as Energy, Mines and Resources 
Canada and Environment Canada. 


In relation to these responsibilities, the Department is in the 
midst of fostering a transition from direct program delivery to 
Indians, Inuit and other northermers, toward increasing self-management 
on the part of Indian band and territorial governments: 


In the case of band governments, over half of departmental 
spending on Indian reserves is now administered by the bands 
themselves. The Special Parliamentary Committee on Indian 
Self-Government has recently recommended a fundamental 
restructuring of the relationship between the federal 
government and Indian governments. Follow-up action can be 
expected to lead to significant strengthening of Indian 
governments over the next few years. 


1-2 (Indian and Northern Affairs Canada) 


& In the case of the territorial governments, the Minister 
announced in November, 1982, the federal government's 
approval in principle for responsible government in Yukon, 
for the division of the Northwest Territories with eventual 
responsible government for the two territories finally agreed 
on, and for formula financing, as well as some discretionary 
revenues for the territorial governments. 


The Department is also a major contributor of substantive analysis 
in support of the on-going constitutional discussions regarding the 
definition of the rights of Canada's aboriginal peoples. 


These roles fit naturally within the broader social development 
policies of the Cabinet Committee on Social Development through which 
the bulk of departmental programs are funded. Ina few cases, the 
broad range of departmental activities has led to funding through the 
Cabinet Committee on Economic and Regional Development as well. 


Departmental Organization and Programs 


Indian and Northern Affairs Canada (INAC) has grouped its activities 
into four programs: 


‘Indian and Inuit Affairs; 
Administration; 

Northern Affairs; and 
Native Claims. 


The organization structure of the Department is aligned with its 
programs as snown in Figure 1. The organization is highly 
decentralized with 733 of its employees delivering over 400 distinct 
services in 11 regions comprising 45 district offices. This high 
degree of decentralization is required to respond to the varying needs 
of a clientele that is highly diversified culturally, economically and 
geographically.

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C. Background 


1, Introduction 


The Administration Program is responsible for providing policy 
direction, central advisory services, administrative services and 
functional guidance in such areas as finance, personnel and technical 
services to the Department's operating programs. It also provides 
representation for the Minister and the federal government in the 
negotiation of native claims. ‘The Program differs from the 
administration activities carried on by operating programs in that 
their administration activities are concerned with the direct 
management of operations. 


The Administration Program is the focal point in the Department 
for projects relating to the improvement of management and control of 
the Department's financial, human and material resources. As well, the 
Program is the principal departmental contact with central agencies 
such as Treasury Board of Canada Secretariat, Treasury Board of Canada 
Comptroller General, Office of the Auditor General of Canada, Public 
Works Canada and the Public Service Commission. 


Within the Program, the Corporate Policy sector ensures 
departmental co-ordination of policy issues and provides consistent 
liaison with Parliament, Cabinet policy committees, other federal 
departments and other levels of government. The range of functions 
includes research, evaluation, intergovernmental affairs and strategic 
planning. For certain key issues such as constitutional development, 
Which cut across Prograin responsibilities, the Administration Program 
assumes the lead role with regard to policy development and analysis. 


Within the Administration Program, the Office of Native Claims has 
direct program responsibilities for review and negotiation of claims 
with native groups amd associations on behalf of the government. Such 
responsibilities involve research and analysis of claims submitted, in 
co-operation with the Department of Justice Canada, and the pursuit of 
the government's negotiating activities, with various departments being 
drawn into the process and active involvement by territorial and 
provincial governments. 


The funding for claims research assistance to Native groups and 
the monies paid in settlement of claims are arranged through the Native 
Claims Program, (see p. 4-1), and administered separately within the 
Department by the Research Branch of Corporate Policy to ensure a clear 
separation of interests from the Office of Native Claims. 


The Technical Services and Contracts activity of the Program is 
responsible for the engineering, architectural and technical activities 
inherent in the management of physical assets and all activities 
involved in the entry into and administration of contracts. 
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2. Legal Mandate 


The Administration Program provides policy direction and support to the 
two departmental operational Programs which include the Indian and 
Inuit Affairs Program, whose legal mandate is based on the Indian Act, 
and the Northern Affairs Program, whose legal mandate is set out in 
various acts and regulations pertaining to Yukon and the Northwest 
Territories. The Department's overall responsibilities are defined in 
the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development Act, 1970 (as 
amended) . 


3. Program Objective 


The Administration Program provides overall policy direction and 
central advisory and administrative services to departmental programs. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Administration Program is divided into four 
Activities. Figure 4 illustrates the activity structure.

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D. Planning Perspective 
i. Environment 


‘The Administration Program operates as the focal point for policy and 
administrative co-ordination within INAC. As such, the breadth and 
sensitivity of INAC's mandate make the Administration Program's 
operating environment exceptionally complex. 


Working within the legal framework of 38-federal statutes and 13 
‘treaties, the Minister, and therefore the Department, is responsible 
‘for a virtually complete range of governmental functions and services 
for specific constituencies: Indian and Inuit peoples, and the North 
generally. 


| This presents a "normal" departmental challenge of broad scope. 
For example, the Administration Program must establish and monitor the 
systems to administer over 5000 contribution agreements with Indian 
governments, provincial and territorial governments, and other 
organizations, as well as approximately $350 million in direct INAC 
‘spending managed through over 50 regional and district offices. These 
systems must cope not only with regular program expenditures, but also 
with controlling over 26 capital projects in excess of $36 million in 
total value annually, and with administering 12,000 Indian trust 
‘accounts valued at over $450 million. Because management of most INAC 
‘spending is shared in various ways with Indians, Inuit or the 
territorial governments, clarification of accountability is a 
particular challenge. 


At the same time, however, the Administration Program must provide 
leadership on the basic changes likely to affect INAC and its role over 
the next several years. On the policy side, for example, this means 
advising on the ongoing constitutional process to define the rights of 
Canada's aboriginal peoples, and recommending policy on Indian 
self-government in response to the work of the Special Parliamentary 
‘Committee on this subject. On the administrative side, for example, 
‘this will involve developing innovative planning, budgetary and 
accountability processes which can support the strengthening of Indian 
governments. 


| With the renewed commitment from the federal government to settle 
‘native claims, the Office of Native Claims (ONC) is responsible for the 
‘conduct of negotiations on all claims accepted by the Minister on 
'behalf of the government. Also, the ONC carries out research and 
‘analysis of 30 to 35 specific claims and any comprehensive claims as 
|tney are submitted. 
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Corporate Policy's Research Branch will administer the funding to 
native claimants for the research, development and negotiation of their 
claims. Some 22 native organizations will require contribution funding 
and some 30 claimant groups will require loan funding. 


The cumulative effect of these issues is particularly acute in the 
current climate of restraint since the perceived needs of the 
Department's clients greatly exceed the incremental resources likely to 
be available. 


This situation also underlines tne importance of improving 
management advisory and support services to enhance the productivity 
resources assigned to all programs in tne Department. Of particular 
concern in this respect is the quality of human resource management in 
terms of both the quality of people and of the processes whereby tney 
contribute to the objectives of the Department. 


In response to the government's communications initiative and the 
increased requirements by its central agencies for the preparation and 
implementation of communications strategies and plans, the 
Communications Branch of the Department is completing an evaluation and 
realignment of its communications resources. ‘The objective will be to 
Carry out more active communications, especially at the regional level 
in support of governmental and departmental strategic objectives and 
policy thrusts. Internal communications have been overhauled to 
improve employees' knowledge of the Department's aims, objectives, 
policies and programs. 


2. Initiatives 
The Administration Program proposes no new initiatives for 1984-85. 
3. Program Effectiveness 


It is difficult to present meaningful performance data for the 
Administration Program due to the diverse activities within the 
Program, nor can the data generally be presented in isolation from 
similar evaluations of the Indian and Inuit Affairs and the Northern 
Affairs Program Activities.

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Description and Resource Justification 


The Executive Activity includes the Minister, Deputy Minister, 
Assistant Deputy Ministers of Finance and Professional Services and of 
Corporate Policy and the immediate staff of their offices. The 
majority of resources are therefore required for salaries and related 
personnel expenditures. 


The Assistant Deputy Minister, Finance and Professional Services, 
as well as having management responsibilities for Finance and 
Professional Services, is responsible for the Department's management 
improvement and control practices. 


The Assistant Deputy Minister, Corporate Policy, is the 
Department's senior policy officer. As such, he is responsible for 
providing the strategic framework within which policy is developed. He 
also ensures that detailed policies make sense, respond to the 
Minister's priorities and are capable of achieving their purposes. 
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B. Advisory Services 

Objective 

Advisory Services provides overall policy direction to the departmental 
programs, and ensures the efficient and effective use of departmental 
resources in accordance with good management practices and central 
agency requirements. 


‘Resource Summary 


‘The Advisory Services Activity accounts for approximately 76.0% of the 
total Administration Program expenditures in 1984-85 and 78.5% of the 
total Program person-years.

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Description and Resource Justification 


Advisory Services is responsible for providing overall policy direction 
to departmental programs, as well as functional direction and advisory 
services to the programs at headquarters and in the regions. In 
addition, direct support services are provided to the departmental 
units in the National Capital region in the area of Finance, Personnel, 
and other administrative services. 


Advisory Services is divided into five sub-activities, each of 
which is a separate organizational unit: Corporate Policy, 
Communications, Personnel, Finance and Professional Services and the 
Departmental Audit Branch. Resources for these sub-activities are 
mainly required for salaries and professional and special service 
contracts. 


Corporate Policy: This sector has overall responsibility for 

ensuring that the policies underpinning departmental programs are 
coherent, effective and consistent with governmental priorities. To do 
this, the sector undertakes activities such as the following: thinking 
through the Department's long-term directions in collaboration with the 
operating programs; developing policies which are central to the 
Department's mandate, or which affect more than one program; managing 
INAC's contribution to the ongoing constitutional discussions; 
co-ordinating the Department's relations with Parliament and the 
central agencies; evaluating the effectiveness of programs and policies 
in order to recommend better approaches; facilitating native claims 
research by administering research funds provided under the Native 
Claims Program, and by helping researchers gain access to relevant 
government documents; co-ordinating and managing research activities in 
support of departmental policy and program development; and developing 
and implementing strategies regarding INAC's relations with the 
provinces. As the senior staff group to the Minister and the Deputy 
Minister, the results of Corporate Policy's work are usually felt 
through improvements in the Department's line programs. 


Commmications Branch: This group provides advice to the Minister 

and senior management on ways to increase public understanding of the 
Department's policies, programs and services. It manages various 
communications functions, including publishing, exhibits, 
audio-visuals, and media relations, and provides services to the major 
programs. In addition, it provides functional direction to 
communications officers in all regions. 


Personnel: This sub-activity provides policy and program development 
services at the corporate level for human resource management inecne 
Department. It also provides functional direction to all units that 
provide management with personnel services including human resource 
planning, classification, compensation, staffing, special concerns, 
employment, staff relations, employee assistance and counselling, 
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training, official languages, and occupational health and safety in 
addition to providing the above mentioned personnel services to the 
headquarter's region. As well as supporting government-wide programs 
encouraging the employment and development of persons in the special 
concerns groups, the Department has mounted special efforts to 
encourage the participation of native people particularly at the policy 
and management levels through its Native Development programs. An 
affirmative action program is being introduced to complement the 
current equal opportunities activities. 


Finance and Professional Services: This sub-activity provides 
overall direction and co-ordination of the departmental Management 
Improvement Project, development of operational policy, and functional 
direction in finance and management systems as well as providing all 
financial services to the headquarters region. 


Departmental Audit Branch: This sub-activity provides the internal 
audit and review services with respect to all Departmental operations 
related to management/financial/ personnel/information and supporting 
systems, in response to direction from the Departmental Audit and 
Evaluation Committee, and in confomnity with the policies and 
procedures laid down by the Office of the Auditor General of Canada, 
the Treasury Board of Canada Comptroller General and other central 
agencies. It also serves as the prime contact with and co-ordinator of 
all auditing matters emanating from the Office of the Auditor General 
of Canada, the Treasury Board of Canada Comptroller General, and other 
agencies. 
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C. Technical Services and Contracts 

Objective 

The Technical Services and Contracts Activity provides policy direction 
and professional advisory services in contract administration and the 
planning, design, procurement and maintenance of real property and 


other capital assets. 


Resource Summary 


Technical Services and Contracts accounts for 10.5% of the resources of 
the Administration Program and 11.63 of the Program person-years.

Description and Resource Justification 


Technical Services and Contracts is responsible for the provision of 
functional direction and advisory services concerned with the 
implementation of the Department's capital construction program, tne 
maintenance of physical assets, the transfer of technology to Indian 
bands, fire protection and prevention on Indian reserves, and the 
contract administration activity in the Department. 


In addition to these functional responsibilities, Technical 
Services and Contracts provides direct support services to the 
headquarters units in contract administration and provides direct 
technical support and project management services in the implementation 
of the Department's Northern Roads Program. 


The majority of resources under Technical Services and Contracts 
are required for the salaries of professional employees such as 
engineers and contract specialists. 
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D. Claims Negotiation 
Objective 


The objective of the Claims Negotiation Activity is to negotiate the 
settlement of outstanding native claims. 


Resource Summary 


The Claims Negotiation Activity accounts for 9.5% of the total 
expenditures of the Administration Program and 6.5% of the person-years.

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Description and Resource Justification 


The Office of Native Claims (ONC) is responsible for the Claims 
Negotiation Activity. The Office of Native Claims was established 
within the Department in 1974 to deal with the increasing number of 
native claims being presented to the federal government. It reviews 
these claims to identify and analyze their legal, historical and 
factual elements in conjunction with the Department of Justice Canada. 
It makes recommendations to the Minister with regard to his response to 
Claims that have been submitted and to the further development of 
claims policy. 


In addition, the Office represents the Minister and the federal 
government in claims negotiation across the country. This process 
involves detailed discussions with claimant jroups on a range of 
negotiable items, with various departments being drawn into the 
preparation and presentation of positions. Furthermore, participation 
and involvement of territorial and provincial governments must be 
assured. 


Once final agreement has been reached between all parties 
involved, the process entails seeking approval by Cabinet and passage 
of legislation by Parliament. 


Negotiations are conducted either by ONC staff or through 
negotiators from outside the Public Service, and appointed by the 
Minister. 


Claims are classified as either: | 


@ Comprehensive claims which relate to the traditional use and 
occupancy and the special relationship that the native people © 
have had with the land since time immemorial; or 


@ Specific claims which relate to specific actions and 
omissions of government as they relate to obligations 
undertaken under treaty. requirements spelled out in 
legislation and responsibilities regarding the management of 
Indian assets. (See Claims Funding Process page 4-7) 


Since any settlement of claims could be based on criteria 
including a variety of terms such as protection of hunting, fishing and | 
trapping rights; land title; money; as well as other rights and 
benefits, in exchange for a release of the general and undefined native > 
title, such claims came to be called "Comprehensive Claims". 


The funding provided to native groups for claims researcn 
assistance and those funds paid out as a result of the settlement of 
Claims are arranged through the Native Claims Program (see p. 4-1), and 
administered by the Research Branch of Corporate Policy and reported in 
the expenditure plan for the Native Claims Program.

Section I 
Program Overview 


A. Highlights 


The overall focus for the Northern Affairs Program during the 1984/85 
Estimates Year is to ensure that ongoing Program initiatives in the 
North are co-ordinated with territorial and other federal programs and 
policies and are consistent with national development objectives and 
priorities. The key results to be achieved during the estimates year 
from the ongoing initiatives are: 


@ the clarification of roles and responsibilities of the 
federal and territorial governments in the context of 
northern political development (See p. 3-17); 


@ the implementation of economic and regional development 
agreements with the government of the Northwest Territories, 
including the negotiation and implementation of specific 
programs (See p. 3-24); 


® the announcement of a northern economic development strategy 
for the North to provide a framework for continued, balanced 
economic development (See p. 3-24); 


a the formulation of a comprehensive Northern energy strategy, 
the development and implementation of a northern mineral 
policy, amd the implementation of a Roads Policy and 
five-year plan ($21.9 million in 1984-85) (See ». 3-33 and 
Pp. 3-38); 


@ the implementation of an agreement with Cyprus Anvil 
Mining/Dome Petroleum Corporation under which the federal and 
Yukon Territorial governments and the company will share the 
cost of a two-year $50 million Stripping Program at Cyprus 
Anvil's Faro mine (Northern Affairs Program share, $8.4 
million in 1983-84, and $11.2 million in 1984-85) (See 
p. 3-24); 


®@ recently instituted Northern Benefits Committees will 
maximize northern benefits arising from northern resource 
developments (See p. 3-33); 


® the initiation of an assessment of all policies, review and 
approval processes and related legislation and regulations 
which pertain to resource development projects north of 60° 
and the implementation of a restructured process for the 
regulation and assessment of major projects (See p. 3-27);

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C. Background 
a le Introduction 


Tne Northern Affairs Program is responsible for fulfilling the 
Department's mandate in respect to the political, social and economic 
development of Yukon and the Northwest Territories and for 
co-ordinating federal activities in these areas. Specifically, the 
Program discharges quasi-provincial responsibilities for land and 
resource management. Due to the varied interests and priorities 
associated with such development, there is considerable Liaison with 
other federal government departments such as Energy, Mines and 
Resources Canada, Transport Canada, Fisheries and Oceans, invironment 
Canada, Enployment and Immigration Canada, and Health and Welfare 
Canada in relation to national policies and programs relevant in the 
North. The Memorandum of Understanding and Letter of Ajreement 
creating the Canada Oil and Gas Lands Administration (UCOGLA) define the 
relationship between Itnergy, Mines and Resources Canada and Injian and 
Northern Affairs Canada with respect to Canada Lands. While each 
Minister and his respective Department enjoys its own mandate 
respecting Canada Lands, the Administrative Group (supported equally by 
the two founding Departments) provides a uniform regulatory process 
under the shared legislation. A Policy Review Committee balances any 
policy conflicts arising out of the individual management (see COGLA, 
o. 3-42). The Program also maintains constant rapport with territorial 
governments for the funding of economic development agreements and for 
delivery of selected services for which the Program is responsible. 


Northern Affairs works closely with other Programs in the 
department. Northern development policies and agreements must be 
adapted to reflect native claims negotiations in the North. The 
Program must also ensure that programs and services available to native 
northerners are complementary to those delivered by the Indian ani 
Inuit Affairs Program. 


Northern Affairs' rejulatory and resource management role puts it 
in regular amd frequent contact with varied interest groups such as 
natives, environinental associations, industrial jroups and, in 
particular, the oil, gaS and mining industries. The capacity and 
willingness of industry to take the risks inherent in investing in 
remote areas iS partially determined by the extent and nature of 
government regulation. 


2s Legal Mandate 


The Legal mandate of tne Department in respect to Northern Affairs is 
derived primarily from the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development Act (1970). The Minister's responsibility in the North is 
for: 
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@ co-ordinating the activities of all federal departments and 
agencies; 


& undertaking, promoting and recommending policies and programs 
for economic and political development ; 


® fostering knowledge of the North through scientific 
investigation and technology; and 


& managing lands and sub-surface resources in the territories. 


A complete list of acts administered in whole or in part can be 
found on page 3-55 in Section III of this plan. 


3. Program Objective 


The Northern Affairs Program objective is "to advance the social, 
cultural, political and economic development of the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories, in conjunction with the territorial governments and 
through co-ordination of activities of the federal departments and 
agencies, with special emphasis on the needs of native northerners and 
the protection of the northern environment." 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 
Activity Structure: The activity structure of the Northern Affairs 
program consists of six main Activities. These correspond closely to 


the organization structure. 


The current activity structure of the Program is shown in Figure 4.

Organization Structure: The Program is organized into three 
branches, and one directorate at headquarters. This is shown in 
Figure 5. There are, also, regional offices in Whitehorse, Yukon and 
Yellowknife, NWT which carry out activities of the Program in the 
territories. These two offices account for 57% of the Program's 854 
authorized person-years. 


Figure 5 links the headquarters units to the activity structure 
and provides a breakdown of 1984-85 resources by unit and Activity.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


Social and Political Climate: The Northern Affairs Program 

objectives reflect the Department's responsibility for managing the 
federal government's unique role in Canada's Nortn. While the Proyram 
manages those quasi-provincial powers (principally responsible for most 
territorial land and resources) retained by the federal government, it 
is also responsible for fostering greater northern capacity for local 
governance. The process of political evolution leads to some tension 
as northerners and their political institutions strive to optain more 
direct control and influence over decisions affecting the north. 


Northern natives, who represent approximately 45% of the total 
northern population, are seeking tnrouyh tneir land claims, a land and 
cash base for beneficiaries. They also hope to acquire significant 
political control and influence over those matters whicn they deem 
essential to their continued existence as discrete communities in 
Canada. Their rights and interests in this respect must be defined and 
protected with due regard for the interests of non-native northerners 
and Canadians in general. 


Thus the Program seeks to encourage the participation of 
northerners, particularly natives, in the economic and political 
development of the North, while respecting traditional values and 
cultures. In some circumstances these considerations and objectives do 
not coincide, and the differences must be reconciled. The Northern 
Affairs Program operates, therefore, in a delicate social, political 
and cultural milieu, where all areas of Program delivery must be 
balanced and responsive to the consequent issues that arise. 


The northern political development policy, announced by the 
Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development in November 1982, 
provides guidelines for the consultative process in the continued 
evolution of social and political institutions in the North. 


Economic Climate: The rate of economic development of the North is 
sensitive to the growth rates of the national and international 
economies and, in particular, to the demand for petroleum products, 
metals and other minerals. Current economic forecasts indicate that 
the Canadian economy will grow slowly in the short term; tne domestic 
and international demand for metals and minerals is low with modest 
improvements forecast over the short and medium tenn. 


Economic conditions, which are largely beyond the control of 
government, provide the short-term context for northern development. 
Faced with generally sluggish markets and high production costs, some 
developers will be reluctant to invest. Many existiny operations will 
undergo cutbacks and closures to minimize losses. However, against 
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this backdrop of general short-term uncertainties, there are 
Opportunities in specific sectors and locations. An important step 
toward recovery of the northern economy is the resumption of the 
operation of some northern mines. The northern territories suffered a 
severe downturn in mineral industry activity including the suspension 
of operation at three major northern mines. In the Yukon, Cyprus 
Anvil's Faro mine, and United Keno Hill's Elsa mine shut down in 
mid-1982. In the Northwest Territories, Cominco's Pine Point mine shut 
down in January 1983. However, all three mines had resumed operations 
by mid-1983. The federal government played an important role in the 
mine re-opening through the provision of employment program funds and a 
loan to Cyprus Anvil and employment program funds to Pine Point. 


Development Balance: A great deal has been learned regarding 

northern development. There is, moreover, an increasing level of 
support for development of renewable resources of particular interest 
to natives. At the same time, the need to ensure that development 
occurs with regard to social, environmental and cultural concerns means 
that a continuing effort must be made to improve our understanding of 
the development process. 


Paes Initiatives 


During 1984-85 the Northern Affairs Program will be undertaking tne 
following initiatives: 


@ the development of an approach to and a definition of the 
principles and processes (and funding of processes) to govern 
northern political development, including resolution of 
specific issues such as sub-division of the N.W.T. and the 
implementation of responsible government (See p. 3-17); 


@ the development of regional economic strategies and the 
pursuit of the Northern Affairs Program's co-ordinating role 
for economic development in the North, to address economic 
conditions in the North and the need for a clearer federal 
approach to regional economic development (See p. 3-24); 


e the development and implementation of a northern conservation 
strategy, an environmental monitoring and management regime 
for the Beaufort Sea, and a comprehensive environmental 
management policy for the North (See p. 3-27); and 


@ the implementation of a new economic and regional deve Lopment 
agreement between Canada and the government of the Yukon to 
encourage initiatives which will broaden the economic base of 
the Yukon, taking advantage of the full range of resources 
available for exploitation (See p- 3-24). 
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3. Program Effectiveness 


Northern Affairs Program activities are directed toward the 
comprehensive development of the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 
Comprehensive development requires an integrated and balanced effort to 
promote political, social and cultural evolution; to maintain and 
enhance the environment; and to encourage stable, sustainable economic 
growth. 


Excluding transfer payments, the Northern Affairs Program 
expenditures account for approximately 18% of the total federal 
spending in the North. The Program also co-ordinates federal 
government activities in the North. 


The Department shares responsibilities for the socio-economic 
development of the North with the territorial governments by reason of 
the mandate of the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Developinent 
and his responsibility for non-renewable resources and northern 
expenditures. 


Despite the impact that world demand and general economic 
conditions can have on the resource industry in the North, a 
Significant item reflecting the effectiveness of the Program is whether 
economic development is occurring. A measure of this is the 
territorial gross domestic product. 


The Program does not control all factors in the economic growth of 
the North, but does play a prominent role in the process as manayer of 
the majority of land and resources. 


The percentage change in the gross domestic product from 1980 to 


1981 for the Yukon and Northwest Territories (most recent data) 
indicated a 10.5% growth, (see fig. 6).

}other Canadians; to ensure that northern development reflects the 
/special needs and heritage of native northerners; to co-ordinate 
federal government activities in the North; and to ensure the 
development of northern scientific activities. 


Resource Summary 


‘The Activity accounts for 83.0% of the total Northern Affairs Program 
}expenditures and 11.28 of the person-years. ‘Transfer payments to the 
territorial governments account for 94.2% of these expenditures. 
Excluding these transfer payments and resources for OCOGLA, this 
Activity accounts for approximately 23.7% of the Program's expenditures 
and 13.1% of its person-years.

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An increase of approximately $46 million of the total Activity 
increase of $51.7 million is the result of increased transfer payments 
to the territorial governments. 


Of total expenditures in the activity, 0.8% will be attributable 
to personnel costs, 0.3% to professional and special services and 0. 33 
to Other operating expenses. Grants and contributions will make up 
98.68. Revenues generated mainly through interest on capital loans to 
the territorial governments will amount to $3,295,000 (see Schedule of 
Revenues p.3-56). 


Description 


The Northern Co-ordination and Social Development Activity plays the 
lead role in four sub-activities including the provision of operating 
funds to the territories in the form of transfer payments, the 
consitutional development of territorial government institutions and 
processes, and the maintenance of effective relations with these 
governments, the funding of Native Health Services, the access of 
native people to social services and assistance to business 
co-operatives, the co-ordination of federal government activities in 
the North and the development of northern science. 


Territorial Relations: This sub-activity involves the implementation 
of changes to territorial government institutions and processes both 
through jurisdictional changes or through the devolution of 
responsibilities to the territorial government for the delivery of 
program services. 


Native Health Services:This sub-activity provides financial 
assistance in the form of contributions to the territorial governments 
for health care for Indians amd Inuit. 


Socio-Economic Development: This sub-activity provides rental 

housing in the North as well as support to Northern Indian and Inuit 
business enterprises in the North through loans and contributions. It 
furthers the employment of native people through an on-the-job training 
program; promotes the recognition of Inuit art and artists through a 
program of exhibitions; and promotes the strengthening of Inuit culture 
by supporting cultural-education centres and endeavours in the fields 
of television and radio broadcasting, film making and language 
development. 


Northern Co-ordination and Public Review: The sub-activity provides 
co-ordination for the Program in policy development activities. It 
co-ordinates input to the review of major projects which are subject to 
the public review process. In addition, the sub-activity provides for 
the development and maintenance of effective mechanisms for the 
analysis and co-ordination of government activities in the North by 
providing secretarial and consultative support services to various 
interdepartmental committees. 
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Transfer Payments to the Territorial Governments: These payments are 
made to the territorial governments in accordance with agreements 
between the Government of Canada and the territorial governments. 


These operating and capital funds represent a large portion of the 
otal financing required by the territories to provide basic services 
}to their residents. 


Other: ‘The Northern Co-ordination and Social Development Activity 
also contributes to other areas which are the prime responsibility of 
Other Activities. These include Norther Research and Fnvironmental 
Protection (see page 3-29), Native Training and Employment (see 

‘page 3-41) and Management Support (see page 3-32).

| Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Territorial Relations: The resources in territorial relations 
development are used primarily to provide person-years involved in 
implementing changes to northern government institutions and processes 
-and to maintain effective ongoing federal-territorial relationships. 


‘Native Health Services: Approximately $18 million will be used to 
finance health services to the Indians and Inuit in the North. These 
services are hospital services and medicare as shown in Figure 8. This 
fassistance is provided in the form of contributions to the territorial 
governments which undertake the appropriate distribution.

Socio-Economic Development: The Northem (Co-ordination and Social 
Development Activity is a major contributor to economic development in 
the North. This is accomplished through support of business 
development as well as through encouragement in the development of 

| Co-operatives. 
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In 1984-85 approximately $6.5 million will be used to support 
socio-economic development. A total of $1.9 million has been assigned 
to further economic development among Inuit people, $1.3 million to the 
Government of the Northwest Territories for socio-economic programs 
relating to the Norman Wells Pipeline Project, and the balance of funds 
($3.3 million) will be mainly used to further support existing program 
activity in strengthening Inuit art, promoting Inuit culture and 
continuing training programs for Inuit. Major umertakings in this 
fiscal year will be the implementation of new production and marketing 
strategies for Inuit arts and crafts in the N.W.T. and Arctic Quebec, 
and the development of management training programs. Figure 9 shows 
the major contributions made to further northern socio-economic 
development. In addition to tnese contributions, grants for the 
advancement of Indian and Inuit culture total $50,000.

Since the incorporation of the Kikaoyak Co-operative at Port 
Burwell in 1959, the number of active co-operatives in the NWT has 
risen to 40 with a membership exceeding 4,000. The Program has played 
an active role in the development and growth of co-operatives by 
providing financial assistance, professional support in terms of 
management training, by preparing publications that provide information 
to institutions and the public, and by carrying out a national and 
international exhibition and lecture program. The co-operatives are 
the largest employers of native people in the North. Sales through the 
Canadian Arctic Producers marketing agency have grown steadily each 
year. Figure 10 shows details in this area.

Northern Co-ordination and Public Review: Approximately $219,000 of 
the $754,000 in the Northern Co-ordination and Public Review 
sub-activity is set aside to fund representations by northern groups 
concerned with the impacts of major northern projects. The balance of 
funds are used to provide the development and analysis of Program 
policies, the co-ordination of northern science research activities, 
and the analysis and co-ordination of federal government activities in 
the North. Grant and contribution funding constitutes $351,000 or

Other: Grants are made for the training of northern scientists in 
Canadian universities. Core funds are provided to the Association of 
Canadian Universities to carry out studies on the North. Support is 
provided to northern resource centres for research, the development of 
northem scientific knowledge in relation to the social impact of major 
resource developments and the assessment of socio-economic and

Transfer Payments to the Territorial Governments: In order to 
provide funds allowing territorial governments to deliver programs and 
services at a standard comparable to those provided other Canadians, 
transfer payments are made to the territories. These payments are 
agreed upon annually through negotiation/consultation among the 
Minister of Finance, the President of the Treasury Board, the Minister 
of Indian Affairs and Northern Development and representatives from 
poth territorial governments. The amounts of the payments generally 
reflect past payments adjusted to meet price increases and additional 
program delivery responsibilities. Revenues generated by the 
territories are also taken into consideration. 


The transfer payments are divided into operating and capital 
funds. The operating funds form part of the territorial governments ' 
consolidated revenue and as such are used at the discretion of the 
territorial governments. Capital funds, on the other hand, are 
provided in response to capital project plans. Changes in any projects 
over $1 million currently require approval by the Treasury Board of 
Canada. 
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The transfer payments with the breakdown between operational and 
capital are shown in Figure 12.

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B. Northern Economic Planning 
Objective 


The objective of Northern Economic Planning is to plan and promote, 
consistent with national and northern objectives and in co-operation 
with the territorial governments, the orderly development of the 
natural and human resources of the North. This generates the maximum 
in economic, social, and cultural benefits to nortnerners, and to 
Canadians in general. 


Resource Summary 


This Activity accounts for approximately 2.3% of the Program's 
expenditures and 6.03 of its person-years. Excluding transfer payments 
to the territorial governments and resources provided for OOGLA, the 
Activity accounts for 11.33 of the expenditures, and 6.9% of 
person-years.

Of total expenditures in this Activity, 16.3% will be attributable 
to personnel costs, 3.8% to professional and special services and 3.0% 
to other operating expenses. Grants and contributions will constitute 
76.9%. Contributions to Cyprus Anvil Mining/Dome Petroleum 
Corporations for $11.2 million make up 99.6% of these grants and 
contributions. 


Description 


The Northern Economic Planning Activity is primarily responsible for 
the development and implementation of an economic development strategy 
for north of 60°; the analysis and planning of economic development 
opportunities for the North; the promotion and co-ordination of viable 
options; and for the development of an economic and energy 
infrastructure in support of northern economic objectives. 
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Economic Development: This sub-activity contributes to the Northern 
Economic Planning Activity by providing research and advice; by 
developing and co-ordinating an improved knowledge base for the North; 
by performing analyses of activities in all sectors of the northern 
economy; and by identifying northern infrastructure requirements in 
support of economic and energy development. 


Project Assessement: The Activity plans, evaluates, co-ordinates and 
manages the orderly development of major non-renewable resource 
development projects. It ensures that the advantages of such projects 
to the North are at a maximum while concurrently preserving the social, 
cultural and natural environment of the North. 


Other: Other objectives for which expenditures are made in this 
Activity are Socio-Economic Development (see page 3-19) and Management 
Support (see page 3-32). 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


The Northern Economic Planning Activity is primarily concerned with the 
planning and development of policy. Priorities in the policy area for 
1984-85 will be to develop a new northern economic development 
strategy, economic policy, taxation of northern benefits, a northern 
energy policy, and a comprehensive computerized northern data base. 

The economic development strategy will be a statement of federal 
Objectives in the territories, identification of major development 
issues and assessment of federal development priorities. 


Large-scale resource development is foreseen for Canada’s North. 
An example of this is the extraction of hydrocarbon from the Beaufort 
Sea. The pace of development will depend not only on national 
considerations but also on the ability of industry and government to 
meet northern objectives. Government must be able to respond quickly 
to proposals and ensure that project review, approval and 
implementation, which involves a number of public and private sector 
interests, proceeds as expeditiously as possible in the public 
interest. A restructured process for the regulation and assessment of 
major projects will be implemented during 1984/85. As well a major 
review of the overall regulatory process, including policies, approval 
processes, legislation and regulations is to be undertaken by the 
Program during the Estimates Year. 


This Activity acts as the planning arm for the Northern Affairs 
Program. With a clear focus on balancing the benefits to northerners 
as well as other Canadians in general, and concern for the impact of 
land-based development on the environment and human resources, it is 
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necessary to have broad measures to depict progress. These indicators 
are being developed. However, the following are provided as an 
indication of the kinds of achievements to be realized during 1984/85 
in meeting the Activity objective: 


g the implementation of economic and regional development 
programming pursuant to the economic and regional development 
agreements negotiated with each of the Territorial 
governments; 


@ the establishment of a clear northern energy utility mandate 
and a design for strategies to enhance the efficiency of 
northern energy use and the affordability of energy to 
northerners; 


® increased benefits to the north from northern resource 
developments, primarily those achieved through the Northern 
Benefits Committees; 


@ the articulation of a northern economic development strategy 
to clarify the federal government's approach to northern 
economic development in the 1980's; 


& development of a Beaufort Sea subsidiary agreement; and 
& contributions to the long-term viability of the Cyprus Anvil 
Faro Mine in Yukon, through the continuing provision of an 


interest free loan to the Cyprus Anvil Mining Orporation 
($11.2 million in 1984-85). 
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OF Northern Environmental Protection and Renewable Resources 
Objective 


The objective of the Northern Environmental Protection and Renewable 
Resource Activity is to implement and maintain an effective, 
comprehensive environmental assessment and renewable resource 
management regime and to conduct an applied environmental research 


program. 
Resource Summary 


The Northern Environmental Protection and Renewable Resources Activity 
accounts for 7.6% of the Program expenditures and 52.9% of the 
person-years of the Program. Excluding transfer payments to the 
territories, and resources to COGLA, this Activity accounts for 
approximately 37.2% of the Program's expenditure and 61.7% of its 
person-years.

Revenue is generated mainly from the issue of licences and 
permits. The amount $438,000 is credited directly to the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund. (See Schedule of Revenues, p. 3-56). 
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Of total expenditures in this Activity in 1984-85, 39.2% will be 
attributable to personnel costs, 12.3% to professional and special 
services amd 39.6% to other operating expenses. Capital will 
constitute 8.7% while grants and contributions will make up 0.2%. 


Description 


The Northern Environmental Protection and Renewable Resources Activity 
develops and implements policies, legislation, regulations, plans and 
programs for the conservation and utilization of land, water and forest 
resources including land use planning. It is also responsible for the 
development and maintenance of an effective, comprehensive 
environmental management regime and the development and management of 
all renewable resources in Yukon, the Northwest Territories and 
adjacent offshore regions. 


Northern Research and Environmental Protection: The Activity 
provides for the operation of the Northern Environmental Studies 
Revolving Fund, a fund resourced by industry, but managed by INAC, to 
fund environmental and social studies required to make decisions 
regarding proposed oil and gas activities in the northern regions of 
Canada. COGILA administers the fund for the southern regions (see map, 
p- 3-58). 


The revolving fund is financed entirely by levies on those who own 
oil and gas interests on Canada Lands. In order to be considered for 
funding from the revolving fund, studies must be regional or national 
in scope, be supplementary or complementary to government activities, 
and address decision making issues clearly related to oil and gas 
exploration and development activities. 


The Activity also carries out an applied government research 
program in support of the regulatory mandate of the Northern Affairs 
Program. This research is in such areas as permafrost disturbance vis 
a vis exploration activity, mine tailings disposal and Beaufort Sea 
environmental monitoring. The research funds include resources for 
professional staff to administer and evaluate studies. 


The Activity also covers environmental review and assessment of 
onshore and offshore resource development proposals and the formulatior 
of environmental terms and conditions to be included in the various 
permits, licences, etc. issued by the Department in the North and in 
agreements, and authorizations issued by COGLA relating to hydrocarbon 
activities in the North. 


Management of Renewable Resources: This sub-activity involves the 
development and implementaion of land use plans which seek to resolve 
potential conflicts among developers, natives and conservation 
interests for northern lands. It also includes the management and 
regulation of inland and Arctic sea waters for conservation and 
environmental protection purposes; the surface use of northern Crown 
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lands to ensure conservation and environmental protection and the 
orderly disposal of surface lands (e.g. by sale, lease); and the 
development of policies and programs for the protection (including 
fire) and sound management of northern forest resources. Departmental 
inspectors ensure compliance with terms and conditions issued by INAC. 


The pace and scope of exploration and development in the north 
have increased considerably in recent years and there has been a trend 
toward increased hydrocarbon activity in the offshore as opposed to 
land based activity e.g. Beaufort Sea. The complexity of the issues 
associated with these undertakings has increased significantly as the 
development phase is approached and decisions with long-term 
implications must be made. Such issues include the development and 
implementation of a comprehensive conservation policy for the North as 
well as a policy for the administration and management of the North's 
natural resources. Added to the complexity is the introduction of land 
claims considerations as well as the desire of northerners to 
participate in the decision-making process and the initiatives of 
territorial governments for increased autonomy and authority. ‘The 
vastness of the area (the Yukon and Northwest Territories account for 
45% of Canada's land mass) for which the sub-activity has 
‘responsibility is also an important consideration contributing for 
example, to the costs of monitoring and inspection associated with the 
‘sub-activity's regulatory functions. 
| 
| The operational aspects of the management of renewable resources 
are carried out in the regional organizations located in the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. 


Management Support: ‘The Activity provides ongoing support to the 
operations of the Program through interactions with all Programs of 
Indian and Northern Affairs Canada, central agencies and other federal 
departments, the territorial governments, and the public at large. 


Other: The other objective contributed to through this Activity 1s 
‘Socio-Economic Development (see page 3-19). Approximately $ 859,000 
and six person-years are used to ensure that socio-economic concerns 
are considered in conjunction with renewable resource undertakings. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Northern Research and Fnvironmental Protection: This sub-activity 
‘undertakes environmental assessment and review, and implements the 
federal environmental assessment and review process in the territories 
(22 % of resources). Also this sub-activity develops policy including 
the establishment of environmental terms and conditions applied to 
permits and agreements and identifies environmental research 
requirements (39 3 of resources). The balance of the resources are 
used to buy contract applied scientific research required in this area 
(39 % of resources). 
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Resources required to fund environmental and social studies regarding 
the effects of proposed oil and gas activities in the North are managed 
through the Environmental Studies Revolving Fund. As previously 
described (See page 3-28) this revolving fund is resourced by industry 
but managed by this sub-activity. Anticipated revenues and 
expenditures for this fund are set out in Figure 33 (see page 3-59). 


Management of Renewable Resources: The functions of this element are 
largely non-discretionary in nature (i.e., required by law and subject 
to demands from the private sector). For example, the Water Resource 
component of the Activity is, pursuant to the Northern Inland Waters 
Act, responsible for approving water uses (the inspection and 
enforcement of conditions attached to water licences) and water use 
authorizations. Operating expenditures account for 9.0% of the 
Activity's expenditure. 


Methods are being explored to depict performance in light of the 
non-discretionary nature of the Activity. One measure of output is the 
number of on-site inspections required in relation to the number of 
licences and authorizations issued for water use. A minimum standard 
of three inspections per season is required for each authorization. 

The demand for inspections to be carried out by regional staff, and the 
resulting pressure on program resources, has increased significantly 
with the growing number of licenses and authorizations issued. The 
trend in demand is illustrated by Figure 15, based on data from the 
Yukon region.

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The major user of resources in this Activity is the forest fire 
management program with an estimated budget of $16,230,000 for 
1984-85. The program includes funds for presuppression and 
suppression. The pre-suppression budget includes the fixed funds 
required to maintain a fire-fighting capacity in each territory 
involving the costs of standby fire crews, prevention programs, 
look-out tower systems, and aircraft and equipment rentals. 
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The suppression budget includes the additional funds required to 
fight fires as they occur, over and above the funds availaple in the 
pre-suppression budget.

Management Support: The distribution of management support resources 
throughout the operational structure is reflected in this Activity 
based on an accepted formula established in relation to the resource 
level for each Activity in the Program. Approximately $12.5 million is 
used to provide finance and personnel administrative services to the 
regional offices, and specific management services to headquarters. In 
addition, the costs incurred as part of the Management Improvement 
Projects for the Northern Affairs Program are included in these funds. 
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D. Northern Non-Renewable Resources 
Objective 


The Northern Non-Renewable Resources Activity encourages and provides 
for the orderly exploration, development and conservation of 
non-renewable resources. 


Resource Summary 


The Northern Non-Renewable Resources Activity accounts for 1.4% of the 
total Program expenditures and 14.4% of the Program person-years. 
Excluding transfer payments to the territories and resources provided 
for COGLA, this Activity accounts for approximately 7.1% of the 
Program's expenditures and 16.8% of the person-years.

Description 


‘The Northern Non-Renewable Resource Activity is primarily responsible 
for the management and development of mineral resources including oil 
and gas. 
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Non-Renewable Resources: ‘This activity focuses on the management of 
two distinct areas: oil and gas, and mining. In mining, the activity 
is responsible for the planning and development of mineral policies 
concerning the disposition of Crown mineral rights, mineral exploration 
and the development and operation of mines in the Yukon and Northwest 
Territories. Recommendations are made on the revision of mining 
statutes, regulations and guidelines in order to encourage mineral 
development in the territories and to ensure satisfactory benefits to 
the citizens of Canada in general, and the territories in particular. 
Co-ordination of other federal departments and territorial agencies 
involved in programs affecting mine development is provided, as well as 
the assembling of data and the conducting of studies with respect to 
Canada's mineral policies. Advice is provided to senior officers of 
the Department and interdepartmental committees dealing with Canada's 
mineral potential. 


The administration of northern oil and gas exploration and 
development under the Canada Oil and Gas Act, and the Canada Oil and 
Gas Production and Conservation Act was transferred to the Canada Oil 
and Gas Lands Administration (COGLA) in 1981 based on the respective 
jurisdictional responsibilities of the Minister of Energy, Mines and 
Resources, amd the Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
(see p. 3-42). 


The Activity formulates, recommends and implements appropriate 
policy and operational direction respecting northern oil and gas 
activities to further northern policy opjectives. The Activity is also 
charged with the integration and harmonization of OCOGLA's activities 
with those Activities retained by INAC, principally social, economic, 
environmental and territorial concerns arising from oil and gas 
management. 


The operational aspects of the management of non-renewable 
resources are carried out in the regional organizations located in the 
Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


Other: The Activity also contributes to other objectives such as 
Socio-Economic Development, (see page 3-19), Northern Co-ordination and 
Public Review, (see page 3-21), Economic Development, (see page 3-25), 
Project Assessment, (see page 3-25), Northern Research and 

Sees ie Protection, (see page 3-29), and Management Support, (see 
page 3-32). 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Management of non-renewable resources can be divided into two distinct 
areas: oil and gas, and mining. 
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Oil and Gas: With the establishment of COGLA in the fiscal year 
1981-82 and the subsequent transfer of person-years and resources 
related to the administration and regulation of oil and gas industrial 
activities, the Activity now focuses on policy development and the 
provision of advice on translation of these policies into specific 
agreements and projects. The pace of northern exploration and 
development has remained at a stable plateau with some 20 to 25 wells 
per year over a five-year period. The level of oil and gas investment 
has continued to rise. The overall number of oil and gas rights held 
by industry is expected to remain fairly static at about 40 million 
hectares (100 million acres) in approximately 100 exploration 
agreements. 


It is expected that the Agreements will yield an estimated $519 
million in northern goods and services and provide up to 3,900 northern 
employment opportunities over the five year period. These activities 
will represent a moderate increase in addition to the Norman Wells 
Expansion Project. 


The Program's responsibility for northern development policy 
includes the elaboration of social, economic and environmental 
guidelines concerning the pace and manner of oil and gas activity. 
Indicators reflecting this are being developed. The amount of annual 
oil and gas exploration expenditures (Fig. 20) is one indirect 
indicator that reflects the achievement of policy objectives relating 
to oil and gas management. One component of these expenditures, the 
Northern Benefits Expenditures, reflects the achievement of social and 
economic goals. Current human and financial resources are adequate to 
manage the present pace and level of industrial activities and to 
obtain Northern Benefits for a few major programs, (Dome, Canmar 
Beaufort Sea and Esso Norman Wells). The historical level of Northern 
Benefits attained is less than 10% of total industry expenditures. As 
the increasing level of exploration activity involves more companies 
and more short term programs, existing resources may be inadequate to 
attain the higher level of Northern Benefits possible under the 
Exploration Agreements. Under the existing Exploration Ajreements, the 
increased level of exploration may yield Northern Benefits to the 
extent of 20% of total industry expenditures between 1985 and 1987.

Mining: ‘The mining sector consists of a headquarters’ staff 
comprising approximately 153 of the total person-years. It is 
responsible mainly for the development of policies, legislation and 
regulations and the provision of advice to senior government and 
industry officials. This sector, which administers legislation and 
policies, operates in conjunction with regional offices in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories. The regional mining staff, dealing mainly 
with operational issues, (approximately 85% of person-years), accounts 
for the bulk of the operating funds of the mining sector. 
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The sub-activity prepares policies and issues permits intended to 
encourage development without undue stress on the ecology of the Norton 
and the lifestyle of northerners. Performance indicators are peing 
developed. The value of mining production had been increasing Unerl Lt 
was influenced by recent economic difficulties in the territories. 
Agreements have been negotiated with industry in order to facilitate 
the reopening of mines which had been closed and other agreements have 
been negotiated such as that with Cyprus Anvil Mining/Dome Petroleun 
Corporation (see p. 3-26). 
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E. Northern Roads 
Objective 


The Northern Roads Activity develops policy, prepares plans and sees to 
the implementation of the transportation infrastructure required to 
serve the inter-community and resource development needs of the two 
territories. It takes into account the impacts of these developments 
on the northern economy and the opportunities they create for the 
employment of natives and nortnerners. 


Resource Summary 


The Northern Roads Activity accounts for 4.2% of the total Program 
expenditures and 1.3% of the person-years. Excluding transfer payments 
to the territories and resources provided for COGLA, this Activity 
accounts for approximately 20.7% and 1.5% respectively of the Program's 
expenditures and person-years.

Of total expenditures in the Activity 1.4% will be attributable to 
personnel costs, 0.2% to professional and special services and 3.3% to 
other operating expenses. Grants and Contributions will constitute 
13.4%, while capital will make up 81.7%. 
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Description 
The Northern Roads Activity is composed of two sub-activities. 


Road Construction and Maintenance: The sub-activity is responsible 

for implementing and managing the Northern Roads policy, planning and 
construction activities in the Yukon and Northwest Territories relative 
to all new highways and reconstruction of existing inter-territorial 
highways. 


Native Training and Employment: The sub-activity is responsible for 
ensuring the maximum native employment opportunities are provided in 
road construction and related projects. In addition, training 
opportunities and programs are provided by utilizing the services of 
the Canada Employment and Immigration Commission (CEIC) who have the 
responsibility for training natives in the north. This training will 
cover on the job training, operating heavy equipment, construction 
Management . 


Other: The Northern Roads Activity also contributes to Management 
Support (see p. 3-32). 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Road Construction and Maintenance: A new Roads Policy and Five Year 
Plan was recently approved by Cabinet (July 1983). The policy aims at 
the timely planning and construction of roads to aid economic 
development while at the same time furthering the socio-economic needs 
and aims of native people and northerners in general by providing jobs, 
special programs for training and opportunities for entrepreneurs. 

(See Native Training and Enployment for more details p. 3-41). 


Although the responsibility for road maintenance has been 
transferred to the respective territories as part of transfer payments, 
the Sub-Activity is still required to monitor these programs and 
provide advice and recommendations to Treasury Board of Canada, 
particularly when any major changes are made to the existing management 
system or if requests are made by either Territory for increases in 
expenditure plans. The sub-activity also retains maintenance 
responsibilities for new roads for a period of 1-2 years after 
completion; hence the need for up to $1 million annually to cover this 
cost. 


This sub-activity also enables the provision of financial cost 
sharing assistance to developers in obtaining road access to viable 
resource development areas through an existing policy (currently under 
review). 


The Federal Government will provide assistance for an initial 
access road up to 50% of the actual road cost and for a permanent road 
up to 66% of construction cost, depending on the length of the proposed 
road and the extent of resource development investment. 
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The need to provide road access is determined by the results of 
socio/economic and cost/benefit studies assessing the viability of 
proposed projects. Also an assessment is made of the effect of a 


project in encouraging economic development in the area that it will 
serve. 


The sub-activity will continue work with the Chambers of Mines, 
industry and developers, to provide low grade access roads to 
developing areas. 


In addition, as a result of the new Roads Policy and Five Year 
Plan, a Community Access Program is being developed in consultation 
with the Territories. P

Major capital projects account for 95.6% of the capital 
expenditure. During 1984/85 construction of the Dempster Highway km 
0-671, Carcross Skagway (km 81-159) and Mackenzie (km 0-83) will 
continue, while MacKenzie (km 475-697) (Simpson to Wrigley) and the 
North Canol Road will be proposed. In addition, new incentives such as 
Community Access Roads and training programs for natives will also be 
implemented utilizing the services of CEIC. Included in the Vote 25 
capital estimates is $6.7 million from the Special Recovery Capital 
Projects Program (SRCPP). 
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This construction activity in both Territories will result in 
improved access and will be a definite benefit to the northern economy 
through the creation of hundreds of job opportunities for natives and 
northerners and provision of additional benefits to local entrepreneurs 
especially in the equipment rental, accommodation and supply fields. 


The promotion of the development of community access roads and the 
erovision of financial assistance to developers requiring road access 
to potential resource areas, results in the encouragement and promotion 
of the economic development of the North. It also provides road access 
to people living in remote areas thus enabling them to be able to 
participate more readily in employment opportunities and encourage 
entrepreneurial development. 


Native Training and Employment: Resources are used to support the 
development of specific native employment and training programs on 
northern road projects. As an example, it is planned, when 
implementing the Mackenzie Highway (Ft. Simpson to Wrigley), to 
undertake the subgrade work as a native employment and training project 
with the training component being managed and funded by CEIC. This 
project over the 3 year life span will provide employment for some 300 
natives. The training provided to these natives during the same period 
is expected to result in 45 of these 300 natives receiving 
certification in operating heavy equipment. 


Requests to initiate the Mackenzie Highway project have been received 
by the Den Cho Regional Council and the Wrigley Band Council. Both 
organizations will participate with INAC as much as possible in the day 
to day operation of the program. A section of the Carcross/Skagway 
Highway will also be set aside under a construction management system, 
to again ensure maximum native participation. In addition, the 
Infrastructure Division is pursuing with the department's Contract 
Branch the possibility of obtaining authorization that would enable re, 
to negotiate specific contracts with native companies. 


The sub-activity, being concerned with transportation 


infrastructure and the strengthening of the northern economy, is 
developing performance indicators to apply to both of these areas. 
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F. Canada Oil and Gas Lands Administration (COGLA) 

Objective 

To ensure compliance with relevant acts and regulations pertaining to 
oil and gas development on Canada Lands in the interest of human 
safety, environmental protection, resource conservation, revenue 


optimization and economic and social development. 


Resource Summary 

This activity accounts for approximately 1.5% of the total program 
expenditure and approximately 14.2% of the total person-years. A more 
detailed breakdown is given in Figure 23.

Description 


This activity involves negotiating, disposing and managing oil and gas 
rights and the regulatory approval of exploration, development, 
production, oil spill contingency and benefits plans. Specific 
activities include the assessment of oil and gas resources on Canada 
Lands, the negotiation of exploration agreements, the inspection and 
monitoring of oil and gas operations for reasons of safety, 
conservation and environmental protection and the collection of 
royalties and other revenues. As well, applied research on 
engineering, environmental and social oil and gas matters are promoted, 
and interdepartmental and intergovernmental cooperative resource 
management efforts are co-ordinated. The activity also involves the 
preparation of legislation and supporting regulations, guidelines and 
standards. The overall activity is carried out in a manner to meet the 
Government's energy, northern and economic development policy 
objectives. 


Canada Oil and Gas Lands Administration (COGLA) reports to both 
the deputy ministers (DM) of nergy, Mines and Resources (EMR) and 
Indian and Northern Affairs Canada (INAC). There is close consultation 
on policy matters between the two Departments through the Policy Review 
Committee which is composed of the following permanent members: 


ADM, Northern Affairs Programs (INAC) 
ADM, Corporate Policy (INAC) 

ADM, Energy Policy Analysis (EMR) 
ADM, Petroleum (EMR) 

Senior ADM, Energy (EMR) 
Administrator, COGLA 


COGLA receives financial and personnel services from EMR. These 
resources are budgeted by the central units in EMR. 


COGLA is organized into eight branches. The Land Management 
Branch is responsible for the negotiation, issuance, registration, 
transfer and administration of exploration and production rights in the 
form of exploration agreements, provisional leases and production 
licences, and for the collection of royalities. Exploration agreements 
are normally negotiated on the basis of bids submitted in response to a 
public Call for Proposals. The Branch is also responsible for resource 
management of federal Public Lands in the provinces. 
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The Resource Evaluation Branch evalutes and advises on the 
resource potential of all Canada Lands. The Resource Evaluation, 
Environment Protection and Engineering Branches, in consultation with 
other Branches, issue the work program approvals and specific well 
approvals which operators must obtain before they can begin work. As 
well as exercising the authority to issue approval of operators' plans 
and to monitor ongoing operations, COGLA inspectors regularly visit 
work sites to ensure activities are carried on with due regard to 
operational occupational and environmental safety. The inspection work 
is primarily carried out through COGLA regional offices in St. John's, 
Halifax and Yellowknife. 


COGLA also approves floating and fixed drilling and production 
structures, assesses oil and gas reservoirs, and monitors development 
and production. Petroleum processing and production systems and 
pipeline systems within production fields are licensed and inspected. 
In addition to handling concerns with regard to the operational system, 
COGLA addresses issues regarding effects of the operation on the 
natural environment and on coastal communities (e.g., oil spill 
contingency planning, fisheries industry consultation, etc.) All three 
Branches also promote studies, in their respective disciplines, which 
assist in resource management decision-making. One such method, called 
the Environmental Studies Revolving Fund, is further described on page 
3-28. Extensive links are also maintained with other government 
departments and the industry to ensure an adequate degree of 
government-industry co-ordination exists. 


The Canada Benefits Branch examines company plans to ensure that 
Canadian businesses get a full and fair chance to compete for the 
economic opportunities oil and gas exploration and development offer, 
and that Canadian workers have full access to job opportunities. 
Working with other agencies of government, the Branch advises companies 
on the preparation of Canada Benefits plans and monitors the 
implementation of those plans. Monitoring and implementation of the 
northern benefits components of those plans is coordinated with, and 
undertaken by the Northern Affairs Program. 


The Policy Analysis and Co-ordination Branch is responsible for 
the analysis, interpretation and implementation of policy and 
deveopment of policy proposals for the management of oil and gas 
activity in Canada Lands. The Branch is also responsible for 
co-ordination between COGLA and other federal departments and 
provincial government bodies and for the Administration's 
communications with the public. 


COGLA maintains regional offices in Yellowknife, Halifax, and 
St. John's, with operational responsibility for the North, off 
Newfoundland and Labrador, and in the Maritime offshore region 
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respectively. The roles include issuing approvals for the Authority to 
Drill a Well and Geophysical/Geological Programs, and carrying out 
subequent engineering, environmental, and Canada Benefits monitoring 
and inspection of operations. 


The regional offices also advise on policies, procedures and 
regulations from a regional perspective. They are frequently involved 
in specialized projects involving close cooperation with headquarters 
staff in all branches. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


In accordance with the Memorandum of Understanding between EMR and 
INAC, the funding of COGIA is the joint responsibility of both 
Departments, subject to normal governmental controls and is reflected 
in the Estimates of both Departments. 


The indicators used to report on the performance of this 
sub-activity are currently being explored in co-operation with EMR and 
COGLA. ‘These indicators may deal with the level of service provided by 
COGLA, the level of compliance to policies and regulations, and 
efficiency of operations.

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C. Background 


il. Introduction 


The Program was established in 1979-80 to group the grants, 
contributions and loans previously issued under different departmental 
programs. 


Tne funds allocated to this Program are administered by the 
Research Branch of Corporate Policy under the Administration Program 
(p. 2-16) ° 


The role of the Native Claims Program is to provide financial 
support through contributions and loans to enable Indian and Inuit 
people to participate on an equitable basis with the government 
represented by the Office of Native Claims in the claims resolution 
process. Qontributions pemnit initial research, development and 
submission of specific and comprehensive claims whereas loans are 
provided to further develop and negotiate accepted claims. After the 
level of compensation has been negotiated by the Office of Native 
Claims (p. 2-20), the program is responsible for the payment of said 
compensation to native claimants under the agreements-in-principle and 
final settlement agreements which are approved by Cabinet. 


Claims Funding Process: Claims are classified as either: 


® comprehensive claims which relate to the traditional use and 
occupancy and the special relationship that the native people 
have had with the land since time immemorial; or 


@ specific claims which relate to specific actions and 
omissions of government as they relate to obligations 
undertaken under treaty requirements spelled out in 
legislation and responsibilities regarding the management of 
Indian assets. (See Description of Claims Negotiations 
page 2-20) 


Under the Claims Research and Development Contribution program, 
Native Associations are provided with accountable contributions to 
conduct claims research on behalf of their member Bands. Once a 
research workplan has been accepted by the Research Branch and the 
amount of money allocated, a standardized Contribution Agreement is 
Signed by both parties. The Agreement specifies the total funds to be 
provided ina fiscal year, a schedule of payments, and the requirement 
to maintain a separate account for the funds received. It also 
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requires the recipients to submit quarterly activity reports and 
financial statements, plus an annual consolidated audited financial 
statement. 


After claims research has been completed, the Native Associations 
provide a final report to the Band or Bands involved in the claim. It 
then becomes the responsibility of the Band(s) to submit their claim to 
the Office of Native Claims which represents the Federal Government in 
Claims negotiations. Often, research findings will reveal that no 
basis for a claim exists or will enable settlement of a grievance 
through administrative channels, avoiding the more complex negotiation 
process. 


Once a claim has been validated and accepted for negotiation by 
the Department, the native claimant group (band or bands) may apply for 
a loan to support the further development and negotiation of their 
claim under the Loans to Native Claimants program. The budget for this 
loan program is $14.3 million in 1984-85. It aims to support the 
claims negotiations which are often lengthy and involve a considerable 
investment of time and expertise. The loans are interest-free until an 
agreement-in-principle is reached. Subsequent loans to support 
claimants’ negotiation costs towards a final agreement do carry 
interest charges. Loans and any accrued interest are repayable from 
the final settlement of a claim. 


The native claimant group must have its workplan approved anda 
funding level allocated in relation to the planned pace of negotiations 
before a standardized Loan Agreement can be finalized between both 
parties. The Agreement specifies the total funds to be provided ina 
fiscal year, and a schedule of payments. It also requires a separate 
account for the funds received, quarterly progress reports and 
financial statements, plus an annual consolidated audited financial 
statement. 


The Office of Native Claims negotiates with the native claimants 
the agreements-in-principle and the final agreements. The Native 
Claims Program is responsible for the actual payment of the 
compensation under the terms of these agreements (see Claims 
Negotiations Activity page 2-19) 
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Figure 3 illustrates the method by which funds are provided to 
native groups during the process from research to settlement.

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2. Legal Mandate 

The establishment of a separate Native Claims Program was authorized by 
The Government of Canada on November 16, 1978 (TB 700824). The 
authority provided for the establishment of a new Native Claims Program 
for the 1979-80 Main Estimates. 

3. Program Objective 

The Native Claims Program is designed to provide funding support to 
“enable native claimants to research, develop and negotiate claims and 
to achieve land claims resolution." 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


The responsibility for the administration of the Program rests with the 
Assistant Deputy Minister, Corporate Policy. This Program is managed 
by the Director, Research Branch.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


Historically the provision of funds to support the research and 
development of claims by native groups goes back to 1970 and Indian Act 
revision discussions. Administered first by the Privy Oouncil Office 
and later by Indian and Northern Affairs Canada, the program's native 
Claims activities have expanded enomnously. 


In the form of accountable contributions, INAC has provided about 
$27.5 million in the past 10 years for research into Indian rights, 
treaties and claims. Another $69 million was provided to native 
Claimants in the form of loans between 1974 and 1983. 


In response to a pressing need to resolve native claims, an 
increment in available funds for native associations was approved by 
the Government of Canada in fiscal year 1982-83. Accountable 
Contributions available to native associations increased to $3.7 
million and the loan budget increased by $5.9 million to a total of 
$14.3 million. A further $800,000 in contributions was granted during 
the 1983-84 fiscal year. 


During 1982-83 fiscal year, new terms and conditions for the 
program, as well as funding guidelines, were developed in consultation 
with the client groups. 


It is anticipated that there will be new Comprehensive Claims 
accepted for negotiation by the Federal Government during 1983-84 
fiscal year. In order for these new claimant groups to carry out 
further research and develop their negotiating positions on their 
Claims in 1984-85, supplementary resources may be required under the 
Loans to Native Claimants funding program, should claims now being 
negotiated not be settled by that time. 


2. Initiatives 


Due to the nature of this Program, no new initiatives are planned for 
1984-85. 


3. Performance Information/Resource Justification 


In 1984-85, the Department will provide contributions to approximately 
22 native associations to engage in claims research on behalf of their 
member bands. Loans will be provided to some 30 native claimant groups 
to further develop and negotiate their claims. 


A total of 270 specific claims (see p. 2-21) have been submitted 
to the Office of Native Claims as of April 1983, including 69 | 
concerning outstanding treaty land entitlements, and 22 involving 
British Columbia cut-off lands. 
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Approximately 1,000 specific claims have been identified by native 
associations in Canada. Research and claims development is continuing 
towards the resolution of these claims either by determining through 
research that the basis of the claim was unfounded, by resolving the 
matter through administrative action or by formal submission to the 
Office of Native Claims.

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C. Background 
- Introduction 


Jurisdiction over labour matters in Canada is subject to divisions 
among the federal and provincial governments. Although the power to 
legislate in the field of labour relations is primarily the constitu- 
tional responsibility of the provinces, the federal government also has 
constitutional authority originally vested in the British North America 
Act to enact labour legislation affecting a number of matters within 
its exclusive jurisdiction. 


The Canada Labour Code, which is the responsibility of the Labour 
Canada Program, applies to approximately 600,000 employees across 
Canada who work for an industry or enterprise which is considered a 
federal undertaking or business. These include those industries 
involved in interprovincial or international rail, road and pipeline 
transportation, shipping and related services, air transportation, 
interprovincial and international telecommunications, banks and certain 
Crown corporations. Also included are industries declared by 
Parliament to be for the general advantage of Canada, such as uranium 
mining. Finally, all non-federal industries in the Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories are under federal labour jurisdiction with 
respect to Part V (Industrial Relations) of the Labour Code. 


Although Labour Canada's programs of compliance, prevention and 
enforcement are applied only to those industries and enterprises within 
the federal jurisdiction, the Labour Canada Program is also concerned 
with improvements to the labour relations system and climate in all of 
Canada. Its concerns also involve general labour issues as they may be 
affected by, and impact upon, public policy choices by the government 
as a whole. In this respect, education, promotion, information and 
policy research and analysis programs are not limited to the industries 
under federal jurisdiction but are national in scope. 


The operations of Labour Canada are complemented by those of the 
Canada Labour Relations Board, which is an independent quasi-judicial 
body empowered to certify bargaining agents and adjudicate certain 
kinds of disputes, mainly in the area of industrial relations. 


2.  ##Legal Mandate 


[he mandate of the Labour Canada Program is derived from the Department 
9f Labour Act and the Canada Labour Code consisting of Labour 

Standards (Part III), Occupational Safety and Health (Part IV), and 
Industrial Relations (Part V), as well as the Fair Wages and Hours of 
wabour Act, the Government Employees Compensation Act, the Merchant 
3eamen Compensation Act and the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act. 
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3. Program Objectives 
The objectives of the Labour Canada Program are: 


& To promote and sustain: stable industrial relations, a fair 
return for efforts in the workplace, and a working environ- 
ment conducive to physical and social well-being. 


r To protect the rights and interests of the parties involved 
in the world of work. 


® To promote equitable access to employment opportunities. 


% To foster a climate for improved consultation and 
communication among government, labour and management. 


The last objective has been added since 1983-84 to better emphasize a 
continuing fundamental role of Labour Canada. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The seven activities represented in the 1983-84 
Program Expenditure Plan have been reduced by one. The Central Analy- 
tical Services Activity has been incorporated with the Policy Adminis- 
tration Activity to form the current Policy and Communications 
Activity. This change better represents the Labour Canada Program's 
existing organization and management. As shown in Figure 2, the Labour 
Canada Program is divided into six activities, each consisting of one 
or more components. One activity, Injury Compensation Respecting 
Government Employees and Merchant Seamen, is statutory and is designed 
to meet requirements of the Government Employees Compensation Act and 
the Merchant Seamen Compensation Act. Another activity, Labour Adjust- 
ment Income Support Program, meets the requirements of the Labour 
Adjustment Benefits Act.

De Dispute Resolution Process 


Under the Canada Labour Code, Part V (Industrial Relations), when an 
existing collective agreement is to expire, or when a union is certi- 
fied by the Canada Labour Relations Board, either the union or the 
employer may serve a notice to bargain and a period of direct 
bargaining normally takes place. 


If the parties are unable to settle their differences through 
direct negotiation, either party may forward a notice of dispute to the 
Minister of Labour, upon receipt of which, the Minister selects from a 
range of options available to effect a resolution to the dispute. In 
most cases, a conciliation officer is appointed to assist the parties 
to deal with the differences that exist between them. In the event 
that the conciliation officer is unsuccessful, he files a report to 
that effect. 
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Upon receipt of the conciliation officer's report, the Minister 
can decide to end the conciliation process which has the effect of 
placing the parties in a legal position to impose a strike or lockout 
seven days after the date this decision is communicated to them. 


Alternatively, the Minister can appoint a conciliation commis- 
sioner to further assist the parties. A conciliation commissioner is 
a person from outside the government with recognized expertise in 
industrial relations. His purpose is to seek to persuade the parties 
to compromise on the issues in dispute. However, if unsuccessful, the 
commissioner submits a written report to the Minister, in which he 
outlines recommendations for a settlement. The Minister releases this 
non-binding report to the parties for their consideration and the legal 
right to strike or lockout is acquired seven days from the date of 
release of the report to the parties. 


In addition to the foregoing compulsory conciliation stages, at 
any time during collective bargaining the Minister may appoint a 
mediator. Such appointments are generally made when formal concilia- 
tion procedures under the Code have been exhausted and both parties 
have agreed to use the mediation process. 


Preventive mediation is a term applied to involvement by Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Officers with the parties during the term of 
an existing collective agreement. The aim of preventive mediation 
is to assist the parties in problem solving during the immediate term, 
and to build effective labour-management relations in the longer term, 
The purpose of applying these techniques is to promote conflict 
resolution through negotiation rather than confrontation, thereby 
contributing to a more stable industrial relations climate. 


The Minister can also appoint inquiry commissions to investigate 
and report on significant industrial relations issues and problems, but 
recommendations by these commissions are not binding on the parties or 
the government. 


D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


It is anticipated that during 1984-85, profit levels will continue 
their recovery, which may lead to upward pressure on wage rates. In 
the public sector there is an indication that, as a result of exiting 
from the restraint program, a significant cluster of agreements will be 
up for renewal in 1984-85, and bargaining can be expected to be tough, 
especially in the second half of the fiscal year. The dominating 
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environmental factors will continue to be the structural adjustment in 
traditional sectors and pervasive technological change, creating myriad 
transitional problems in the labour market. 


The labour movement, while still largely in a defensive posture, 
fending off what it perceives to be widespread attacks on the collec- 
tive bargaining system, is progressing toward a more active role in the 
future determination of economic and work-related directions. While 
still reticent about full and broad ranging consultations with govern- 
ment and business, labour is adopting a piecemeal approach, consulting 
on those occasions where it perceives its specific concerns and inte- 
rests may be forwarded. Last year, fruitful dialogue was not a strong 
possibility; this year, at the national level, prospects seem to be 
improving. 


Under these circumstances, Labour Canada perceives one of its 
primary roles as continuing to temper the climate of the industrial 
relations system by encouraging discussions and dialogue through 
various consultative processes to foster concepts of effective social 
and economic partnerships. 


2. Initiatives 


Anticipated amendments to the Canada Labour Code will include measures 
to improve the coverage and content of occupational safety and health 
within the federal jurisdiction. Application of this legislation will 
most likely commence in 1984-85, and may alter the resource 
requirements. 


The recommendations from a Commission of Inquiry into Part-Time 
Work will be reviewed toward assessing whether new policy measures will 
be required. 


The Program will continue to emphasize its efforts to establish 
consultative mechanisms in support of a national dialogue among govern- 
ment, business and labour on important economic and social issues. To 
this end, a Consultative Services Unit will provide the coordinating 
focus for this initiative. 


3. Program Effectiveness 


Due to the diversity of the Labour Program, program effectiveness 
measures will be obtained by activity level effectiveness indicators 
rather than overall program level. Some activity level indicators are 
now in place, such as those displayed in Figures 5 and 6 on pages 15 
and 16 for the Mediation and Conciliation Activity. The development of 
further activity level effectiveness measures and indicators is a 
priority of departmental management. The development of suitable 
monitoring and information systems to produce such indicators will 
require time and experience. However, it is expected that in the next 
several years, effectiveness of all the major activities of the Labour 
Canada Program will be measured and reported accordingly.

Description 


The Mediation and Conciliation Activity, through the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service, fulfills the statutory responsibility umder 
the Canada Labour Code, Part V, for the provision of conciliation, 
mediation and arbitration assistance for dispute resolution in the 
federal private sector; the adoption of dispute prevention initiatives 
to maintain stable labour-management relations, and the provision of 
industrial relations expertise for policy formation and implementation, 
and legislative development. Three components are identified: 
Mediation and Conciliation, Arbitration Services and Research and 
Policy Development. 
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Mediation and Conciliation: This component involves the appointment of 
conciliation officers, conciliation commissioners and conciliation 
boards, mediators, fact-finders and industrial inquiry commissions, and 
the processing of complaints to the Minister concerning alleged unfair 
labour practices. Other services provided are preventive mediation, 
and grievance and complaint mediation, which are applicable during the 
"closed" period of contracts and which serve to facilitate collective 
bargaining and reduce labour-management conflicts. 


Arbitration Services: This component involves the investigation of 
requests received by the Minister for the appointment of arbitrators 
and the establishment of arbitration boards to arbitrate grievance 
disputes during the term of collective agreements. It also involves 
the appointment of adjudicators to hear and adjudicate complaints of 
unjust dismissals lodged by employees not subject to collective 
agreements, pursuant to Part III of the Canada Labour Code. Arbitra- 
tion Services also conducts research and promotes systems to expedite 
the grievance arbitration process, maintains the National Inventory and 
Subject Index of Arbitral and Adjudication Awards, and publishes the 
Federal Arbitration Award Digest and Arbitration Services Reporter. 


Research and Policy Development: This component involves the research 
and analysis of industrial relations problems, policy development and 
the provision of technical support and economic advice to third-party 
appointees. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Mediation and Conciliation: This component will require $2,673,000 and 
49 person-years to perform its function. 


Workload: The number of federal private sector collective agree- 
ments entering their “open” or bargaining period determines the overall 
potential caseload and provides an indication of the mix of resource 
usage among major tasks in any given year. 


Total potential caseload consists of: those bargaining to renew 
existing collective agreements, and those bargaining for first collec= 
tive agreements as a result of new certifications. Of this total, a 
certain number of collective agreements are resolved through direct 
bargaining between the parties without a requirement for third party 
assistance. The remaining situations, i.e., those not settled in 
direct bargaining, call for intervention by the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service, and constitute the actual demand or workload, and 
reflect the primary task of the mediation and conciliation component. 


Although approximately 20% of the Federal Mediation and Conci- 
liation Service's potential universe is subject to the Public Sector 
Compensation Restraint Act, and although a decline in the need for 
dispute resolution services was initially predicted, experience in the 
1982-83 fiscal year has indicated that the remaining private sector 
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bargaining situations have required more assistance, and thus the 
component's actual caseload has not decreased significantly (see 
Figure 5). During fiscal year 1984-85, 160 collective agreements will 
exit from the restraint program and it is anticipated that there will 
be a consequent increase in the demand for mediation and conciliation 
assistance to resolve collective bargaining differences.

Efficiency: Mediation and Conciliation cases vary in terms of the 
nature and number of issues in dispute, the technical complexity of the 
issues, and other variables such as traditional bargaining patterns, 
changing economic pressures and government policies. As a consequence, 
typical efficiency indicators such as person-days/case and duration of 
the negotiation/settlement process exhibit wide variation. Performance 
indicators of this type are thus not used, since the variables are 
beyond the control of the program. 


Economy: Over the last ten years, the program has deliberately 
de-emphasized the use of conciliation commissioners (industrial 
relations experts outside of the public service retained to provide 
dispute resolution assistance) and increased the use of government 
conciliators, in the role of mediators. The overall rate of settlement 
without work stoppage has been maintained, and a significant financial 
saving realized (see Figure 6).

Effectiveness: The primary measure of effectiveness for this 
component is the number of cases resolved through conciliation or 
mediation without a work stoppage. As indicated in Figure 6 above, the 
settlement rate has consistently been maintained in the 90% range. 


With respect to the disputes which do ultimately involve work 
stoppages, although the total number of strikes/lockouts per year 
varies greatly, over the last ten years time lost due to labour 
disputes has averaged less than one half of 1% of all available work 
time per year. 


Arbitration Services: This component will require $469,000 and 

8 person-years to perform its function. With the exception of the 
maintenance of the Index of Arbitral and Adjudication Awards, and the 
publication of the Federal Arbitration Award Digest and Arbitration 
Services Reporter, this component is totally keyed to demand. 
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Workload: Under Part V of the Code, requests for the appointment 
of arbitrators to resolve differences arising from the interpretation 
of a collective agreement emanate directly from the parties. Under 
Part III, requests for referral of unjust dismissal complaints to 
adjudication are made at the regional office level and are only 
referred to Arbitration Services after mediation efforts have failed to 
bring about a settlement. Consequently, only those cases that 
Arbitration Services refers to the Minister for appointment are 
computed. See Figure 7 below.

Research and Policy Development: The proportion of resources devoted 
to this component are shown in Figure 8 as a percentage of the 
resources of the total Mediation and Conciliation Activity. These 
supportive functions are best expressed as a percentage of the Activity 
due to their resource allocation being largely dependent on the demand 
for third-party assistance as described in the two previous components.

Resource Summary 


Expenditures for the General Labour Services Activity will account 
for approximately 25.7% of total program expenditures for 1984-85. 
Resources are distributed among five regional offices which are 
responsible for delivery of the majority of program responsibilities 
associated with the statutory obligations of Labour Canada, and two 
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headquarters branches, the Occupational Safety and Health Branch and 
the Employment Relations and Conditions of Work Branch, which assist 
the Regions through policy and program development activities as well 
as technical support.

Description 


General Labour Services involves the development and administration of 
legislated programs directed towards a safe and healthy working envi- 
ronment and fair and equitable opportunities in employment; and the 
promotion and implementation of non-legislated activities aimed at 
constructive relationships between labour and management and a better 
informed work force on union and socio-economic affairs. 


Within General Labour Services, three components have been 
identified as the basis for management accountability. These are: 
Legislative Programs, Non-Legislative Programs and Administration and 
Policy Development. 


Legislative Programs: This component involves operations intended to 
enforce compliance with provisions of Parts III and IV of the Canada 
Labour Code and the Fair Wages and Hours of Labour Act. The operations 
undertaken are inspections, investigations of complaints and accidents, 
technical surveys of work environments, and the establishment of safety 
committees in enterprises under federal jurisdiction, as well as the 
program development and technical support related to compliance. 


Non-legislative Programs: This component involves operations which 

are advisory, promotional and educational in nature. The intent is to 
achieve positive attitudinal changes toward the workplace, and better 
understanding among members of labour organizations about the roles of 
the various participants in the industrial relations system. This work 
is carried out through a Quality of Working Life program and the provi- 
sion of Labour Education grants and contributions. 
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Administration and Policy Development: This component involves 
the provision of administrative support and policy development to 
the Legislative and Non-Legislative Programs. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Legislative Programs: This component will require $13,724,000 and 
283 person-years to perform its function. 


Workload: The measurable workload of this component is based on 
three indicators: Complaint Activities, which involve the investi- 
gation of complaints respecting conditions of work and occupational 
safety and health matters, unjust dismissal conciliations, accident 
investigations, and technical surveys; Inspection Activities, which 
involve conducting inspections to increase compliance with legislation; 
and Safety and Health Committees, which involve ensuring the establish- 
ment of safety committees in enterprises under federal jurisdiction. 
The caseload projection for 1984-85 reflects the anticipated passing of 
legislation requiring mandatory safety committees for companies of 20 
or more employees. In Figure 10 these indicators are expressed in 
terms of actual and forecast workload.

Efficiency: Figure 11 provides an indication of efficiency 
trends, but is limited by the fact that it relates only to Complaint 
and Inspection Activities and to the person-years actually devoted to 
them, which excludes all supporting functions. More sophisticated 
overall performance indicators are under development.

| The beginning of the decade saw a significant increase in the 
number of Labour Affairs Officers. General training of these new 
officers combined with the concentrated effort to finalize cross- 
training to provide a generalist approach to case resolution 
(introduced in the mid 1970s), led to a slight downward trend in out put 
per person-year in 1981-82. Since 1982-83, with those initial training 
) activities complete, there has been a one imate general upward trend 
in productivity. It is not yet clear what the optimum level will be, 
or when it will be reached. It is anticipated, however, that the 
workload will continue to increase over the next several years, which 
will ultimately result in more resources being required. Moreover, the 
need for enterprises to cut costs in the present economic climate has 
changed the mix in the types of cases. There are now fewer inspec- 
tions, at an average completion time of 1.5 days, and an increasing 
number of complaints concerning unjust dismissal (the average 
resolution time is four to five days) and failure to pay wages (the 
average time is ten days). A significant effect of the continuing 
tight economic climate is the number of company bankruptcies which has 
increased in the past several years. These consume a significant 
amount of Labour Affairs investigative resources. If this trend 
continues, it can be expected that the number of completed complaints 
and inspections per person-year will begin to decline. 
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Non-legislative Programs: The Quality of Working Life function was 
created to help employers and unions respond to what appeared to be two 
contradictory emergent tendencies in the workplace: the need for tech- 
nological changes and improved organizational effectiveness on the one 
hand, and growing pressures on employers to provide stable employment 
and more satisfying work on the other hand. 


The overall objective of the program is to improve industrial 
relations in Canada by encouraging and supporting organizations to 
jointly undertake with unions and employees a variety of innovative 
changes which will address workplace issues and concerns. “Action- 
learning" is an essential program feature. To this end, organizations 
are encouraged to evaluate their experience and report on results 
achieved. In this way, other organizations may be encouraged to 
innovate. 


In 1981 the program was expanded and extended for a period of five 
years, with the realization that before any significant number of 
project applications and successful demonstration projects could be 
anticipated, a supportive infrastructure had to be created. Four main 
program thrusts were identified and activities in all four areas under- 
taken simultaneously. The mix of these activities is outlined in 
Figure 12 (distribution of dollar amount and percentage of total 
contribution budget for the various program thrusts).

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Performance indicators fall under two main headings, quantitative 
and qualitative, which flow from the "“action-learning” objectives of 
the QWL program. Clearly a primary quantitative “action-oriented” 
performance indicator is the number of "Change projects in organi- 
zations" (see Figure 12) resulting from the program. In this regard, 
QWL site implementations have shown substantial growth over the past 
two years (from 3% of budget in 1981-82 to a projected 34% of budget in 
1983-84). This result can be attributed in large measure to the 
existence of a growing number of supportive institutions able to 
provide specialized resources in the field of workplace innovations. 


Under the qualitative performance indicators, which are “learning- 
oriented", the results achieved through the application of QWL programs 
within organizations will be analyzed by the careful monitoring and 
evaluation of projects in order to establish baseline data. Quali- 
tative as well as quantitative information will be gathered over the 
course of the next three years, and preliminary results and conclusions 
will be published. At the end of the five-year period it will be 
possible to make comparisons and draw some conclusions as to the 
effectiveness of a variety of innovative approaches to organizational 
change and their contribution to improved industrial relations. 


Although the program is national in scope, it must be flexible in 
its application in order to respond to regional needs and priorities. 
For 1983-84 and 1984-85, a Regional Budgetary Envelope approach was 
implemented, which forms an integral part of the program planning 
process. This regional distribution of funds is outlined in 
Figure 13.

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In addition, there is an operating budget of $273,000 in support 
of program delivery activities, training, feasibility studies, and 
general program planning, management and evaluation. This budget is 
shared amongst all regions. 


With respect to the Labour Education Grants and Contributions 
function, six contributions totalling $5,000,000 will be made in 
1984-85 to the education programs of central labour organizations on a 
prorated basis according to the size of their membership, and grants 
totalling $900,000 will be made to individual unions and individual 
members for educational and research projects. Details are provided 
in Figure 27, page 43 of Section III. 


Administration and Policy Development: The proportion of resources 
devoted to this component is shown in Figure 14 as a percentage of 
the resources of the total General Labour Services Activity. These 
administrative and policy support functions are best expressed as a 
percentage due to their resource allocation being largely dependent 
on the workloads described in the two previous components.

Description 


‘The Labour Adjustment Income Support Program provides payments to 
assist workers who have been laid off as a result of import competi- 
tion, industrial restructuring, or severe economic disruption in a 
designated industry and/or region, and related administrative costs 
according to the requirements of the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act. 


This Activity provides last-resort income maintenance benefits, 
and is targeted to a population of older workers who have been laid off 
from certain industries designated either nationally or regionally. 
Recipients of labour adjustment benefits have depleted their unemploy- 
ment insurance entitlement and are generally not well-suited to other 
adjustment programs or readily employable in other industries because 
of their age and the possession of industry-specific skills resulting 
from a lengthy one-industry work experience. 
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Industries are designated because they are undergoing significant 
non-cyclical economic adjustments. Industries designated nationally 
are experiencing difficulties flowing from strong import competition 
and/or restructuring resulting in severe industry-wide unemployment. 
Those designated regionally are experiencing acute unemployment in the 
designated region. 


Specific individual layoffs under both streams are certified by 
the Labour Adjustment Review Board, while the eligibility of indivi- 
duals for receipt of benefits is established by Employment and 
Immigration Canada. Administration on the part of the Labour 
Adjustment Income Support Activity consists of the provision of 
investigative, information dissemination, and other secretariat 
services to the Board, and approval of the transfer of funds to 
Employment and Immigration Canada, which pays the benefits. 


Within this Activity, three components have been identified: 
Nationally Designated Benefits, Regionally Designated Benefits, and 
Administration. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


This Activity will require $23,510,000 and 6 person-years to perform 
its function. These resources are necessitated as follows: 


Nationally Designated Benefits: There are four industries currently 
designated under this component: textiles, clothing, tanning, and 
footwear. Of these, textiles and clothing produce the large majority 
of beneficiaries. A large increase in required funds is considered 
necessary, particularly in the clothing industry, because large-scale 
layoffs are continuing into 1983 and because entitlement to unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits creates a one-year gap between layoff and LAB 
benefit entitlement. Also layoffs effected during 1982 and 1983 will 
result in new benefits being paid out in 1984-85. This results from 
the fact that in 1982, the domestic market decreased, and domestic 
producers did not maintain their market share. At the same time, the 
total Canadian market declined, importers did not use their 1982 quotas 
to the full, and it is therefore expected that they will exercise their 
right under the carry-back provisions of bilaterial trade agreements to 
use the allowable percentage of their unused 1982 quotas during 1983. 
As they are are also entitled to make use of carry-forward and swing 
provisions, imports continue to place strong competition on Canadian 
producers, resulting in continuing reduced sales and layoffs. 


Regionally Designated Benefits: Benefits under some of the regional 
designations are beginning to be paid in mid-1983, and will grow during 
1984-85, again because of the gap created by unemployment insurance 
entitlements. 
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Administration: Since the program began only in May 1982, it is 
difficult to establish proper measures of workload, effectiveness, 
efficiency, and economy. It is, however, possible to approximate 
these measures in the following way: 


Workload: The major task of the Administration component is to 
undertake the investigations required by the Labour Adjustment Review 
Board so that the Board can make decisions on requests for 
certification. Workload is determined by the demand for certification 
arising out of the economic conditions which affect the designated 
industries. It can be anticipated that workload will eventually 
decrease. In the current situation, however, demand in the first five 
months of 1983-84 has actually increased by 27% over the average for 
1982-83, and is showing no sign of decrease. While it cannot be 
predicted with any degree of confidence, it is expected that this trend 
will continue into 1984-85 because of the above-mentioned import 
competition in textiles and clothing, and because the retroactivity 
provisions of the Labour Adjustment Benefits Act result in investiga- 
tions of layoffs that took place as long ago as 1978. 


Effectiveness: Effectiveness is best measured by the rate at 
which investigations are completed, the objective being to minimize the 
gap between unemployment insurance and labour adjustment benefits for 
new beneficiaries. Ideally, the elapsed time between receipt of an 
application and the completion of an investigation should not be 
greater than that between meetings of the Board, or approximately six 
weeks. In the present situation, an unexpectedly high demand, combined 
with the time required to adequately resource this new activity, has 
resulted in a backlog, and the majority of cases have typically been on 
hand in excess of 12 weeks before completion. It is the objective of 
the Administration component that, by early 1984-85, this situation be 
rectified to the point where no more than 10% of the cases require 
longer than six weeks between receipt of application and completion of 
investigation. 


Efficiency: The fact that permanent staffing of the Adminis- 
tration component has only recently taken place means that efficiency 
measures could not be properly taken. It is expected, however, that 
during 1984-85, efficiency will increase to the point where 15 
completed investigations per officer per month will be the norm. 


Economy: During 1982-83, and part of 1983-84, much of the work of 
the Administration component was carried out by temporary staff. There- 
fore it is not possible to fully attribute salary costs during that 
period. However, the trend of other operating costs per completed 
investigation is shown below in Figure 16. 
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Figure 16: Operating Costs per Completed Investigation 
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Abnormally high (non-salary) operating costs experienced during 
1982-83, and part of 1983-84, were mainly attributable to the 
requirements of a new operation. Particularly relevant were infor- 
mation expenditures required to engender public awareness of the new 
program, and capital purchases.

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Description 


The function of this Activity is to issue payments to the provincial 
compensation boards for the handling of claims made by federal 
government employees. Provision is also made for supplementary 
compensation payments to widows and dependent children of merchant 
seamen. 


Adjudication of claims under the Government Employees Compensation 
Act is carried out by provincial workers' compensation boards on behalf 
of the federal government. The benefits awarded by the provincial 
boards then become statutory payments and are paid to the claimants by 
the boards on behalf of the federal government. The federal government 
also covers administrative costs. Costs related to claims by employees 
of Crown agencies are recoverable from the agencies, while those 
related to claims by employees of departments are not. Payments under 
the Merchant Seamen Compensation Act are determined by the Merchant 
Seamen Compensation Board, which is a federal board, and are paid by 
the employer of the seamen. Currently nineteen monthly supplementary 
payments are made by Labour Canada to widows of seamen who were fatally 
injured prior to May 1, 1965 pursuant to Section 31 of the Act. 


Within this Activity, three components have been identified: 
Government Employees' Compensation, Merchant Seamen's Compensation, and 
Administration. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Under the first two components, benefit levels are determined by 
provincial workers' compensation boards, whose decisions are not under 
the control of the Program. Total benefit levels are also influenced 
by the number of accidents and the cost of medical services in the 
provinces in which they are paid. Nevertheless, program delivery is 
subject to measures of efficiency and economy, as shown in Figures 18 
and 19, respectively.

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Ee Policy and Communications 


Objectives 


To provide policy direction and management of the Labour Canada 
Program; to provide analysis, research and information on labour 
matters; to participate in international labour bodies; to communicate 
Labour Canada programs and policies, to promote constructive labour 
relations and improvements in the situation of women in their pursuit 
of equality in the workplace. 


Plans for 1984-85 include: 


& continued emphasis on encouraging and arranging discussion 
and dialogue mechanisms among government, labour, and 
business to address and resolve wide-ranging issues and 
concerns in industrial relations. Departmental co-ordination 
of this activity is provided by a Consultative Services Unit 
which commenced operation in 1983-84; 


e continued development of improved data bases in the field of 
collective bargaining and work stoppages, including more 
effective data retrieval procedures; 


® development of improved analysis of trends and forecasts in 
wage settlements; 


e a major review of the Survey of Wages and Working Conditions 
to ascertain current user needs, improved procedures for 
administration of the survey in the most cost efficient 
manner, and more extensive analysis of survey outputs; and 


& major reviews of issues respecting the social impact of new 
technology retirement options which may lead to policy 
considerations. 
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Resource Summary 


Expenditures for the Policy and Communications Activity will account 
for approximately 11.4% of total program expenditures for 1984-85.

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Description 


The Policy and Communications Activity involves the provision of 
analysis, management and direction through the offices of the Minister, 
the Deputy Minister and a policy and liaison group; the provision and 
analysis of labour market data; the co-ordination and participation in 
international and federal-provincial organizations; the promotion and 
strengthening of the efforts of women to achieve equality in the labour 
force; and the communication of policies and programs. 


Four components are defined: General Management, Policy and 
Liaison; Central Analytical Services; the Women's Bureau; and 
Communications. 


General Management, Policy and Liaison: This component formulates 
short-term and long-term objectives and priorities, integrates opera- 
tional and program areas with goals and strategies, develops and co- 
ordinates policies promoting a positive climate of labour relations, 
undertakes the general management of the Program, and co-ordinates 
Canadian participation in international and interprovincial bodies 
related to labour affairs. It consists of the Minister's Office, the 
Deputy Minister's Office, the Assistant Deputy Minister of Policy's 
Office, and the Policy and Liaison function. 
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Central Analytical Services: This component provides economic analysis 
and labour research for use in the development of policies and 
programs. It also provides labour-related information and data with 
respect to all labour jurisdictions in Canada. Three sub-components 
constitute Central Analytical Services: Labour Data, Economics and 
Industrial Relations Research, and Industrial Relations Information. 


Labour Data: The work of this unit involves the ongoing compiling 
and processing of data and information for government and public use on 
wages, salaries, conditions of work, labour organizations, strikes and 
lockouts, and collective agreements. 


Economics and Industrial Relations Research: The work of this 
unit involves analysis of the impact of economic factors and trends, 
analysis of industrial relations and socio-economic issues, policy 
development concerning labour adjustment and assessment of policy and 
program proposals in terms of consistency with government and Labour 
Canada priorities and their impact on industrial relations in Canada. 
In addition, this unit produces background studies and research reports 
for senior labour program and government officials, specific client 
groups and the general public. Two research-related grants programs 
are also administered: The Unsolicited Grants Program ($62,000) which 
supports endeavours by the Department's clientele (such as conference 
support or other initiatives) that contribute to Labour Canada's 
objectives; and the University Research Grants Program ($40,000) which 
encourages and supports research in the field of labour relations and 
labour economics, particularly by younger scholars. 


Industrial Relations Information: This sub-component provides an 
information service for individuals and organizations in the industrial 
relations field by drawing on this Activity's information sources and 
data banks and other government and private sector sources. 


Women's Bureau: This component provides research and policy devel- 
Opment, and promotes a positive public dialogue to advance the 
situation of women in their pursuit of equality in the workplace. 


Communications: This component involves the overall planning, devel- 
opment and implementation of a comprehensive communications program for 
the department, and the provision of professional and technical 

advice, and expertise and assistance to all program activities. 
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Performance Information/Resources Justification 


Central Analytical Services: This component will require $4,578,000 
and 94 person-years to perform its function. For explanatory purposes 
it has been divided into three sub-components: Labour Data, Economic 
and Industrial Relations Research and Industrial Relations 
Information. 


Labour Data: This sub-component will require $2,577,000 and 58 
person-years to perform its function. 


Workload: Major outputs include: 


@ the production of a survey of wage rates, salaries and hours 
of labour (30,000 establishments in 24 communities surveyed, 
with an annual distribution of 12,000 publications 
(operation costs - $815,000, 21 person-years); 


& the annual publication of “Strikes and Lockouts" and a 
monthly report monitoring approximately 200 work stoppages 
per month (operation costs - $215,000, 5 person-years); 


® the publication of “Labour Organizations in Canada" an 

. annually published directory summarizing data on 500 
international, national and regional organizations 
(operation costs —- $41,000, one person-year); 


a the maintenance of a collective agreement file library of 
over 7,000 settlements of federal and provincial jurisdiction 
enterprises (operation costs - $102,000, 4 person-years); 


% the maintenance of computerized data bases containing 
analyzed wage rate information and analyzed non-wage benefits 
information on 2,000 current major collective agreements 
(operation costs -$177,000, 4 person-years); and 


6 the production of additional labour data and labour infor- 
mation publications related to collective bargaining 
published on an annual, quarterly, monthly and periodic 
basis (operation costs - $95,000, one person-year). The 
principal reports are as follows: 


= “Collective Bargaining Review" consisting of 12 English 
and 12 French issues; 


= the quarterly and annual publication, "Wage Development 
in Major Collective Agreements"; 
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= the annual publication, “Calendar of Expiring Collective 
Agreements’; and 


= an annual publication of provisions in collective 
agreements. 


Economic and Industrial Relations Research: This sub-component 
will require $1,487,000 and 28 person-years to perform its function. 


Workload: The work of this area is mainly in response to the 
internal policy and analysis needs of the Labour Canada Program and the 
needs of other government officials. Its workload cannot be forecast 
with any accuracy, i.e., the number and subject matter of each of the 
many discussion papers, reports, studies, etc., on various labour 
economics and industrial relations subjects produced each year are not 
known in advance. However, a selection of these reports and studies 
are periodically published and made available to the interested public. 
In addition, 14 publications based on comparative analysis and research 
of labour-related legislation are produced annually. Two research- 
related grants programs are also administered: the Unsolicited Grants 
Program and the University Research Grants Program. For further 
details, see page 43. 


Industrial Relations Information Service: This sub-component will 
require $514,000 and 8 person-years to perform its function. 


Workload: There has been growth in the inquiry/response rate 
since the inception of the service in September, 1981,-and“the level of 
ongoing promotional contacts (informational contacts with organizations 
such as trade unions, employers, and other elements of the target 
population in the industrial relations field) necessary to inform this 
clientele of the availability of the service and to keep abreast of the 
information requirements of professional negotiators, researchers and 
representatives in the field. 


In Figure 21, the level of work shown for 1981-82 reflects only the 
half-year of operations following establishment of the service. The 
service became fully staffed and fully operational in 1983-84; the 
current level of service is expected to continue at the 1983-84 rate.

General Management, Policy and Liaison; Women's Bureau; and 
Communications: Policy related activities, i.e., those which provide 
policy direction, general management, participation in international 
bodies and liaison with provincial jurisdictions, do not readily lend 
themselves to workload or other performance indicators. Resources are 
allocated according to management judgment. 


The resources of the Women's Bureau are determined by government 
policy decision. However, the Bureau is in the process of developing 
annual base data productivity indicators on outputs such as number of 
inquiries, publications produced, seminars and conferences held, etc. 
Effectiveness measurement of the communication of labour policies and 
programs is in the process of development primarily through long term 
selective monitoring of target clients and their attitudinal changes 
and improved awareness, in accordance with changing government and 
departmental policies and priorities. 


A useful resource usage indication of these three components is 
their ratios of person-years and operating dollar costs to the Labour 
Program total as displayed in Figure 22. In both instances the ratios 
are expected to remain relatively constant over the next three-year 
period.

Three components have been identified: Services, Advice and 
Assistance; Technical Support Services; and Information. 
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Services, Advice and Assistance: This component is composed of the 
overall management of the Administration Activity and centralized common 
services, including those of an advisory nature and those that ensure 
the continued implementation of management systems to serve both senior 
management and departmental employees, i.e., personnel, finance, 
planning, evaluation, management consulting and security. 


Technical Support Services: This component involves the provision of 
centralized support services of a technical nature to the Program's 
activities. These services include information programs, publications, 
and material services. 


Information: This component encompasses the library which maintains 

a large permanent collection of books, periodicals, journals, and other 
materials relevant to the labour field for the use of Labour Canada 
employees, labour professionals, researchers, and other interested 
persons, and departmental data processing services. 


Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Performance and productivity measures have been introduced and will be 
monitored to assess the effectiveness and the efficiency of the 
delivery of service. Statistics based on measures introduced in the 
last few months will be available in one year's time. Samples of, :the 
measures being introduced are: the library registering the number and 
complexity of research requests; word processing division monitoring 
categories of production volumes on a monthly basis; and data 
processing branch monitoring a series of indicators respecting resource 
usage vis-a-vis product quantity and time-costs, etc. Where possible, 
these measures will be related directly to resource usages, such as 
person-years, to develop normative standards of production-cost 
ratios. 


At present, however, the only overall activity measure of 
performance thought to be applicable is the trend in the proportion of 
total program resources devoted to Administration, shown in Figure 24.

Program Overview 


A. Highlights 
For 1984-85 the Law Reform Commission's highlights are: 


& to continue the comprehensive Review of the Criminal Code 
conducted jointly with the Department of Justice and the 
Ministry of the Solicitor General. Acceleration of this 
project was approved by Cabinet effective ADL, 198l,..-the 
object of the review is to recommend to Parliament a modern 
Criminal Code for Canada which truly reflects the 
contemporary values of Canadian Society. About 60% of the 
Commission's total research effort, amounting to $1,013,000 
in 1984-85, is devoted to it (see page 8 and page 9); 


e to continue the ongoing research project in the field of 
Administrative Law. In 1984-85 research will concentrate 
primarily on compliance with administrative policies, powers 
and procedures of administrative agencies, appeals from 
administrative decisions, and the special status of the Crown 
under federal law. About 25% of the Commission's total 
research effort, amounting to $422,000 will be devoted to 
this project in 1984-85 (see page 8 and page 9); 


@ to continue the Protection of Life project which addresses 
many topics and concepts which are relatively new in relation 
to the law or have attained a much greater perception of 
importance or urgency in contemporary society. In 1984-85, 
the focus of research will be the protection of human health, 
with criminal law as a potential legal remedy for threats to 
it.

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C. Background 
ie Introduction 


Like many other modern legal jurisdictions, Canada has found that the 
increased complexity of today's society and its accelerated rate of 
social change have created pressures for new legislation and changes in 
the law which can be formulated by an independent body charged with 
continuing study and review of the laws of Canada, and making 
recommendations to Parliament through the Minister of Justice. 


2» Legal Mandate 


The Commission was established by the Law Reform Commission Act, which 
came into force on June 1, 1971. As defined by the Act, “the objects 
of the Commission are to study and keep under review on a continuing 
and systematic basis the statutes and other laws comprising the laws of 
Canada with a view to making recommendations for their improvement, 
modernization and reforn, including, without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing: 


a the removal of anachronisms and anomalies in the law; 


e the reflection in and by the law of the distinctive concepts 
and institutions of the common law and civil law legal 
Systems in Canada, and the reconciliation of differences in 
the expression and application of the law arising out of 
those concepts and institutions; 


e the elimination of obsolete laws; and 


@ the development of new approaches to and new concepts of the 
law in keeping with and responsive to the changing needs of 
modern Canadian society and of individual members of that 
society”. 


The act was amended by Parliament in 1975 to eliminate the two 
part-time Commissioners and to increase the number of full-time 
Commissioners from four to five, including the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman. In 1981 another amendment changed the Chairman's and 
Vice-Chairman's titles respectively to President and Vice-President. 


¥ Program Objective 
[The objective of the Law Reform Commission of Canada is to study and 
keep under review on a continuing and systematic basis the statutes and 


other laws comprising the laws of Canada with a view to making 
fecommendations for their improvement, modernization and reform. 
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4. Program Description 


Almost all of the Commission's research endeavours fall within three 
major categories: Administrative Law, Criminal Law, and Protection of 
Life. The scope of work in Criminal Law is such that it is best 
handled as two projects; Substantive Criminal Law and Criminal 
Procedure. The Commission also performs work in the field of 
Modernization of Statutes but, as this tends to be sporadic, it is not 
treated as a separate project for planning purposes. The four 
continuing projects are described below. 


Administrative Law Project: The scope of this project includes studies 
of the effectiveness of administrative sanctions as well as procedures 
before administrative tribunals. 


Criminal Law (Substantive) Project: This project covers the substance 
of criminal law i.e. the rules on definitions of offences and the rules 
on liability, jurisdiction, defences, participation and inchoate 
crimes. 


Criminal Law (Procedure) Project: This project encompasses legal 
procedures, prerogatives and powers provided for the investigation, 
prosecution, trial, sentencing and appeal in criminal offences. It 
specifies the means by which proscriptions are enforced and punishments 
imposed. 


Protection of Life Project: The focus of this project is upon the 
subject of environmental pollution. The role of criminal law in 
protecting the environment and health is of particular concern. 


De Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Commission has one activity which is 
synonymous with the program. 


Organization: The Commission proper comprises the President, the 
Vice-President and three Commissioners, all full-time and all appointed 
by the Governor-in-Council. They receive secretarial support from five 
public servants. The President has reporting to him the Commission 
Secretary with a staff of five and the Director of Operations 
controlling a staff of 30. The distribution of resources by 
organization is depicted in Figure 2. 


In addition to its allotment of 47 person-years, the Commission 
engages the services of a varying number of consultants under contract 
for research in law, in accordance with sub-section 7(2) of the Law 
Reform Commission Act. Temporary assistants are also engaged, as 
required, to meet frequently changing needs for secretarial and 
clerical support. 
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The Commission obtains, free of charge, from the Department of 
Justice, some help and advice in the provision of administrative 
services, with particular reference to financial control and personnel 
Management.

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D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


The Commission's program is in large part influenced by the following 
factors: 


Legal Research: Basic research in most fields of law is, at best, a 
complex undertaking which is difficult to measure in terms of time 
requirements. Historical analyses and case studies are required, both 
of Canadian and foreign jurisdictions, and most often then not without 
the benefit of appropriate statistical data. Yet, thorough research is 
necessary for the Commission to arrive at reform proposals which are 
sound in law, an improvement over the present law, and suited to 
Canadian society of today. 


Legislation and Judicial Interpretation: The program is governed by 
the Law Reform Commission Act which directs that new approaches to, and 
new concepts of, the law be developed in keeping with and being 
responsive to the changing needs of modern Canadian society and of 
individual members of society. New legislation, in particular 
fundamental laws such as the new Constitution and Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms, directly affects the content and nature of the 
program's endeavours. Much in the same way, major decisions by the 
Appeal Courts, in particular the Supreme Court of Canada, influence 
research activities and may cause a revision of work which is already 
at an advanced stage. As well, law reform in other jurisdictions, 
including abroad, must be monitored and taken into account. 


Public Standards: The changing values and standards of Canadian 
society in general, and the individual in particular, have a direct 
impact upon the nature and content of the program. Such changes are 
made known to the Commission through a systematic and thorough program 
of consultation involving both federal and provincial governments, the 
judiciary, the legal and other professions, the law enforcement 
authorities, public interest groups and the general public. The 
growing demand for consultation has a direct effect on cost of 
publications, travel and related expenses. 


New Government Policies: Government policy with respect to the purpose 
and principles of criminal law in Canadian society has a direct and 
profound bearing on the Commission's work in that field of law. The 
time-table originally established for the Accelerated Review of the 
Criminal Code and the close coordination required between Phase I of 
the Review, conducted by the Commission, and Phase II, conducted by the 
Department of Justice and the Ministry of the Solicitor General, add to 
the complexity of the program. 
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Ze Initiatives 


Initiatives planned for 1984-85 relate to a diversification and 
sophistication of the consultation process coupled with an 
intensification of public participation in law reform. These 
undertakings will not require additional resources but will be funded 
through budgetary reallocations. 


In pursuing these efforts the Commission will focus on the 


following: 


in addition to the continuing and systematic consultation of 
the legal and law enforcement community, steps are being 
taken to extend consultation to other public interest groups 
such as women, native people, churches and, for particular 
topics, to sport organizations, environmentalists and so on; 


regional activities for research, consultation and public 
participation are being developed in British Columbia, 
Ontario and New Brunswick; 


liaison officers have been appointed in all law schools with 
the aim to achieve greater participation by the academic 
community; 


for the benefit of the legal community and the advancement of 
scholarly knowledge, publishers of law books and law journals 
are being approached to publish some of the excellent 
research materials and studies produced through the 
Commission; 


in association with the Canadian Bar Association, the 
Commission will mark Law Day 1984 through a series of events, 
including an Essay Contest in Canadian universities on the 
topic, “Which area of federal law is in most need of 
reform?"; and 


the Commission will begin a summer internship program for law 


students intended to aid in developping excellence in legal 
research and to provide for law reformers in future years. 
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3 Program Effectiveness 


Through a continuing and systematic program, the Commission pursues its 
assigned objective of reviewing the statutes and other laws of Canada 
with a view to making recommendations for their improvement, 
modernization and reform. 


The Commission has developed projects designed to conduct research 
into all aspects of a particular area of law by addressing individual 
topics in an ordered and logical sequence. From this process the 
Commission has produced, since 1975, 21 Reports to Parliament dealing 
with a variety of Administrative, Criminal Law, Protection of Life, and 
Modernization of Statutes topics. A list of these appears under 
Additional Information at the end of this document. 


Through the Reports to Parliament the program has an influence in 
four principal spheres; the legislative, the judicial, the 
administrative, and the general public receptiveness to law reform. 


Legislative Sphere: Some of the Commission's recommendations set out 
in Report 2: Guidelines - Dispositions and Sentences in the Criminal 
Process have been incorporated in Bill C-6l, an Act respecting young 
offenders and to repeal the Juvenile Delinquents Act which was passed 
by the House of Commons on May 17, 1982 but has not been proclaimed in 
force as yet. For a comparative analysis of Bill C-61 and the 
Commission's recommendations, we refer the reader to our Eleventh 
Annual Report. 


Several of the Commission's recommendations have been enacted 
through Bill C-127, an Act to amend the Criminal Code in relation to 
sexual offences and other offences against the person. Solicitation of 
another person by persons of either sex, as recommended in Report 10: 
Sexual Offences, has now become a criminal offence. The new Criminal 
Code's section 246.4 abrogates the rule requiring corraboration in 
relation to sexual offences. The Commission, in paragraph 88(b) of the 
Evidence Code set out in Report 1: Evidence, would have abrogated this 
rule in relation to any offence. Another concern of the Commission, 
expressed in subsection 17(2) of its Evidence Code has now found force 
of law in the new section 246.6(3) of the Criminal Code. This 
provision sets out the necessity of an in camera hearing in relation tc 


the character of a victim of a sexual offence prior to the admission of 
such evidence. 
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The main recommendation made by the Commission in its Report 8: 
The Exigibility to Attachment of Remuneration Payable by the Crown in 
Right of Canada was included in Bill C-38, the Garnishment, Attachment 
and Pension Diversion Act which was passed by the House of Commons on 
June 18, 1982, and Part I of which was proclaimed in force on March 11, 
1983. The new Act provides in section 5 that salaries and other 
remuneration payable on behalf of the Crown will be subject to 
provincial garnishment laws, as recommended by the Commission. 


The Commission's recommendation expressed in subsection 43(4) of 
the Evidence Code set out in Report 1: Evidence that the Federal Court 
be allowed to examine any material being withheld from disclosure is 
now included in section 46 of the Access to Information Act. The 
Access to Information Act is being proclaimed piecemeal and section 46 
is not yet in force. 


The Commission's Evidence Code, set out in its Report 1: 


Evidence, was a precursor to Bill S-33, An Act to give effect,. for 


Canada, to the Uniform Evidence Act adopted by the Uniform Law 
Conference of Canada. It clearly establishes the need for statutory 
expression of many common law rules of evidence beyond those now 
existing in the present Canada Evidence Act. 


The Commission, in its Report 2: Guidelines - Dispositions and 
Sentences in the Criminal Process encouraged restitution orders in 
respect of any injury suffered by a victim of crime as a separate 
element of sentencing. This recommendation is part of Bill C-682, a 


Private Member's Bill introduced by Mr. Kilgour, member of 


Edmonton-Strathcona on April 12, 1983. 


Judicial Sphere: The Commission's work, because of the widespread 
dissemination of its publications among the judiciary and the legal 
profession, has frequently attracted judicial notice in court 
proceedings. We have been able to trace some sixty-five reported court 
decisions which, until the end of the year under review, had made 
reference to, and in most instances adopted, the Commission's views in 


the last few years. Many of these decisions thus in effect impart to 
those Commission's recommendations virtually the same force of law, as 


if they had been enacted by Parliament. 


Of particular interest, is Mr. Justice Dickson's adoption for the 
unanimous Supreme Court of Canada of the proposal by the Commission to 
abrogate the common-law rule requiring corroboration of an accomplice's 


| evidence in R. v. Vetrovec and Gaja, [1982] 1 S.C.R. 811 67 C.C.C. (2d) 
1. Another noteworthy example is found in Graat v. The Queen, 31 C.R. 


(3d) 289, a unanimous decision of the Supreme Court of Canada. In 


stating that a lay witness who perceived an event may testify in the 


form of an opinion if this more accurately expresses the facts he 
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perceived, Mr. Justice Dickson, who delivered the judgment of the 
Court, reviewed the case law, as well as the texts and the 
recommendations of the Law Reform Commission. The principle expressed 
by the Court essentially adopts the recommendation of the Commission 
expressed in section 6/7 of the Evidence Code as proposed in Report 1: 
Evidence. The Supreme Court of Canada has thereby clarified and 
simplified the common-law rule of evidence relating to opinion evidence 
proferred by non-experts. 


Administrative Sphere: Many of the Commission's views and 
recommendations lead to administrative changes which are beneficial to 
the administration of justice, the regulatory process and the citizens 
of Canada. Although these changes are not easy to monitor, some 
examples include the more general recourse to discovery in lieu of or 
in addition to the preliminary inquiry in criminal cases, a practice 
advocated by the Commission; the implementation of a majority of the 
Commission's administrative recommendations concerning unemployment 
insurance by the department concerned; administrative streamlining by 
the Bank of Canada in accordance with recommendations by the 
Commission; early notice of right of appeal to the Federal Court given 
by the Tariff Board to the party affected by an unfavorable decision, 
and many suggestions and recommendations taken into account by such 
agencies as the CRTC, the Canada Labour Relations Board, the Canadian 
Transport Commission and the Atomic Energy Control Board, particularly 
with regard to public participation. All of these were derived from 
Commission's working papers and study papers. 


Public Receptiveness: The interest shown by the general public in the 
work of the Commission can be measured, although imperfectly, by the 
increased demand for Commission's publications and the attention and, 
in most cases, support shown by the media in the many recommendations 
put forward by the Commission. 


In the last year, the number of groups and individuals on the 
Commission mailing list showed a net increase of 898 or 8%. During the 
same period, 137,994 copies of publications were distributed. 


Media coverage also shows a steady increase and dozens of 

editorials are indicative of the accrued public interest and support 

for most of the Commission's recommendations. For instance, the 
Commission's position concerning euthanasia received strong support in © 
the press, in general, and the specialized préess,'ain' particulary. Others 
examples are the Commission's recommendations with regard to the 
creation of a new offence of criminal intoxication, the abolition of 
writs of assistance and the introduction of telephonic warrants. , 
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4. Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Major outputs of the Law Reform Commission's program are Working Papers 
and Reports to Parliament. Working Papers are statements of the 
Commission's law reform research at the time of publication and they 
contain tentative recommendations for reform in a particular area. The 
purpose of the Working Paper is to elicit comment and provide a vehicle 
for public consultation. Reports to Parliament, which contain the 
final recommendations of the Commission for reform in a particular 
area, are submitted to the Minister of Justice who, in turn, is 
required by the Law Reform Commission Act to cause each Report to be 
laid before Parliament within fifteen days of his receiving it, or: it 
Parliament is not then sitting, within fifteen days after Parliament 
next commences sitting. In some cases, in order to collect and collate 
current knowledge of a topic, Study Papers are prepared by the 
Commission as the basis for research leading to a Working Paper. 


Study Papers, as needed, Working Papers, and Reports to Parliament 
addressing topics within their area of study are produced by each of 
the four projects.

C. Background 
1. Introduction 


The Medical Research Council of Canada is a federal agency established 
by Parliament in 1969 to promote, assist and undertake basic, applied 
and clinical research in Canada in the health sciences, and to act in an 
advisory capacity.to the Minister of Health and Welfare on matters of 
health research. It was previously under the aegis of the National 
Research Council of Canada where a formal mechanism for the federal 
support of medical research was established in 1938. The Medical 
Research Council reports to Parliament through the Minister of Health 
and Welfare. 


Almost all health science research in Canada is carried out in 
universities, their affiliated hospitals and institutes. The 
responsibilities of the Medical Research Council therefore primarily 
embrace the support of research and research training in the health 
sciences faculties including the departments and laboratories of the 16 
medical schools, 10 dental schools and 8 pharmacy schools across the 
country. It follows that all the research activities funded by MRC are 
extramural. 


The Medical Research Council of Canada is one of three federal 
agencies which, collectively, have responsibility for the support of 
research in most areas of endeavour, carried out primarily in Canadian 
universities. The other two are the Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council, and the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 
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2. Legal Mandate 


The Council's mandate is based on the authority and responsibility 
assigned to it under the Medical Research Council Act (R.S., C. M-9). 
This Act gives the Council authority to: 


e promote, assist and undertake basic, applied and clinical 
research in Canada in the health sciences; and 


% advise the Minister in respect of such matters relating to 
such research as the Minister may refer to the Council for 
its consideration. 


The Act also authorizes the Council to: 


@ expend any money appropriated by Parliament for the work of 
the Council or received by the Council through the conduct of 
its operations. 


@ publish and sell or otherwise distribute such scholarly, 
scientific and technical information relating to the work of 
the Council as the Council considers necessary. 


3. Program Objective 


The ojective of the Medical Research Council is to help attain the 
quality and scale of research in the health sciences essential to the 
maintenance and improvement of health services. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Medical Research Council Program is divided 
into two activities; Grants and Scholarships, and Administration. The 
Grants and Scholarships activity encompasses all of the grants provided 
by the Council and accounts for 97.6% of the Program's expenditures. It 
is broken down further into three sub-activities: Grants Programs, 
Manpower Support Programs, and Other Activities. These are described in 
Setion II, Analysis by Activity. (see page 17) 


Organization Structure: The Council is comprised of a full-time 
President, who is also the chief executive officer, and 21 members 
representative of the scientific and lay community who serve without 
remuneration and are appointed by the Governor-in-Council. The 
Council's membership also includes three Associate Members who represent 
the other two federal granting agencies and the Department of National 
Health and Welfare. The Council's programs are administered by a 
secretariat of 54 person-years located in Ottawa. 


Recommendations on grants and scholarships to be awarded are made 


following an extensive review of applications through a process of peer 
review. This peer review process consists of 23 grant and six awards 
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committees with a total membership of over 250 working scientists drawn 
chiefly from universities. These scientists also serve without 
remuneration with only their travel expenses being reimbursed by the 
Council. The total time donated at no cost to the review of the 
applications amounts to over 2,000 working days. The Council also makes 
wide use of over 5,000 external referees from both Canada and other 
countries. The External referees also serve without remuneration. 


The Council is also assisted by four Standing Committees chaired by 
Council members and whose functions are briefly described as follows: 


Standing Committee on Research Funding: 


e to overview the operations of the Research Funding Programs 
and to recommend adjustments as appropriate; 


e to advise Council on matters relating to research funding; 


) to make recommendations for the improvement of the peer 
review system; and 


® to make recommendations for the membership of the various 
Grants Committees and to establish terms of reference for 
these Grants Committees. 


Standing Committee on Manpower: 


& to develop a data base appropriate for future decisions of 
Council about the training and support of medical research 
manpower ; 

6 to recommend ways and means of strengthening research 
manpower in underdeveloped subject areas and clinical 
research; 

a to review the eligibility requirements for the various MRC 


awards with a view to ensuring better consistency; and 

» to make recommendations for the membership of the various 
Awards Committees and to establish terms of reference for 
these committees. 

Standing Committee on Priorities and Planning: 

& to advise Council on matters pertaining to the long-range 


planning, establishment of priorities and development of 
programs for the MRC; 
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to examine trends and issues affecting the future development 
of health science research in Canada and to make 
recommendations to Council as to the future role of MRC with 
respect to these trends and issues; and 


to develop on an annual basis, for Council's consideration, a 
planning framework which will provide a general orientation 
or philosophical base for the operations of the other 
Standing Committees of the Council. 


Standing Committee on Public Concerns in Research: 


to survey the interface between research funded by the 
Medical Research Council and the concerns of the broader 
public in areas such as ethics, human and animal 
experimentation and safety; 


to maintain contact with such organizations as the Canadian 
Council on Animal Care, University Biohazard Committees, 


_ Committees on Research Involving Human Subjects, and other 


organizations implementing Council policy in such areas; and 


to advise Council, as appropriate, on policies, on procedures 
in handling application for funds and implementing policies 
on new issues of concern, and on means for addressing those 
issues. 


The Council is also assisted by a number of Advisory Committees on 
specific areas of national concern such as: Working Group on Nursing 
Research, Working Group on Research in Tropical and Infectious Diseases, 
Working Group on Diabetic Research, and MRC - Royal College Joint Task 
Force on Clinician Scientists. 


The secretariat, which has the general responsibility for the 
administration of the Program, is under the direction of the President 
and is divided into five responsibility areas: 


The President's Office including the Secretary to Council. 


Program Operations is responsible for the delivery of 
programs approved by the Council. 


Policy, Planning and Program Development is responsible for 
initiating and co-ordinating the development of new policies 
and programs, and for the elaboration of long term plans. 


Public Affairs is responsible for the development and 
production of information packages, newsletters, annual 
reports and reviews to inform the medical science community 
and the general public on the programs of the MRC and its 
contribution to Health Research. 
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@ Corporate Management is responsible for the provision of 
central services such as financial, personnel, management 
information and administrative services.

D. Planning Perspective 
1. Environment 


Scientific and Technical Advance: Several factors have contributed 
towards the provision of high quality health care for Canadians. One 
factor is the extensive improvement in sanitation and public health 
measures which have reduced considerably the incidence and speed 

of communicable diseases. In addition, major technological advances 
have occurred which greatly facilitate health care delivery. Research 
has also led to the control of infectious diseases through vaccines and 
antibiotics, improved diagnostic and treatment protocols for many 
diseases including cancer, diabetes and cardiovascular diseases as well 
as surgical techniques which provide the opportunity for such procedures 
as successful organ transplantation. 


While considerable success has been achieved, a great deal remains 
to be done. Although the importance of prevention is well recognized 
and the dangers to health resulting from smoking, alcohol and other 
specific environmental, occupational and dietary factors have been 
identified, detailed knowledge of the cause and effect of many diseases 
is fragmentary. In fact, we are still ignorant of the basic causation 
of most diseases, and this constitutes a major impediment to effective 
treatment and prevention. 


Fortunately, there are grounds for considerable optimism. The 
expectations of achieving some of the major goals of health research 
have never been higher. Knowledge of the properties of cells and their 
constituents is accelerating rapidly and this knowledge will be the 
foundation for understanding disease processes. Much of this progress 
can be traced to recombinant DNA, cell fusion and other biotechnological 
methods, to advances in immunology (and the treatment of auto-immune 
diseases) in neurosciences and in neuroendocrinology. 


Health Research System: The role of health research as part of the 
health system is not an isolated one, directed solely towards the 
acquisition of new knowledge. Rather, health research is part of a 
highly integrated system which also includes education (of health 
professionals as well as scientists), and the provision of health 
Service and research. 


In Canada the three elements, research, education and service, are 
virtually inseparable. This stems, in part, from the absence of large, 
national health research institutions and the subsequent development of 
university-based health research institutions in most regions of the 
country. The health science faculties of these universities feature 
teaching hospitals as natural education and service outgrowths of this 
research milieu. 
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The role of the Medical Research Council in the Canadian health 
research milieu has been to provide support for the undertaking of 
research as well as the training of the necessary human resources to 
conduct research. Although MRC includes applied research within its 
primary goals, it will also continue to support basic research, as the 
necessary framework upon which applied work is derived. 


As the MRC develops its role into the late 1980s and the 1990s 
several factors affecting its milieu will bear close scrutiny. These 
are: 


Federal-Provincial Aspects: At the present time the Council provides 
only the direct costs of research in Canadian universities and teaching 
hospitals. Changes to the Federal/Provincial arrangements which affect 
the viability of educational institutions could influence the future 
effectiveness of the Council's programs. 


Health Research Funding Sources: The existence of a large number of 
non-Federal agencies with goals to support both research and training is 
a manifestation of society's overall desire to solve problems of 
disease. Over the period 1971-72 to 1983-84 MRC's share of total 
Canadian research expenditure fell from 61% to 56%. The fact that heavy 
emphasis is being placed by other agencies on training and personnel 
support rather than research support is of particular importance. The 
effect of this emphasis is greater demand for research support from MRC. 
Also of concern is the indication that the rapid growth of the other 
agencies during the seventies is ending and in some cases support is 
being reduced. This trend will also increase demand for MRC resources 
as researchers and trainees seek alternate sources of financing. 


The Universities: The university milieu is changing rapidly, with major 
consequences for medical research and, ultimately, health care. Of 
particular note is: 


@ reduced recruitment and subsequent increased median age of 
faculty; 
® increased teaching responsibilities which decrease research 


emphasis; clinical departments are experiencing difficulties 
balancing research activities with professional obligations 
to provide health services; 


s financial constraints suggest that the research capability 
will have to be financed to a greater proportion externally; 
and 

@ less maneuverability is translating into rigidity in the 


recruitment and management of human resources. 
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National Biotechnology Strategy: In its National Biotechnology 
Strategy, the Government announced several initiatives designed to 
increase the commercial opportunities for Canada arising from this area 
of technology. One of the focal points of the Strategy is human and 
animal health care products. The increased emphasis on industrial 
development in biotechnology may have financial as well as program 
development repercussions for the Council. 


2. Initiatives 


In 1983-84, a Five-Year Plan for the MRC was approved-in-principle 
including the addition of $50 million in new resources for the two year 
period 1983-84 and 1984-85. 


Based upon the principles set out in the Five-Year Plan (see 
Program Effectiveness, Page 15), the following initiatives have been 
taken: 


Research Grants: Demand for research expenditures in the health 
sciences will grow appreciably over the next five years. The Council 
Will use its new resources to support a sizeable proportion of the new 
investigators which will be added to the University milieu over this 
period. In so doing, the Council will attempt to maintain its position 
relative to other funding agencies in the system. 


Collaborative and Interdisciplinary Research: MRC Groups and Program 
Grants are designed to encourage team work in important and promising 
areas of research and to stimulate the development of centres of 
excellence. At the beginning of 1983-84 the MRC was supporting ten MRC 
Groups distributed in seven schools of medicine and one faculty of 
dentistry. 


Training and Development 


MRC Scientist Awards: Initiated in 1983-84, these awards were 
established to ensure that proven, highly productive investigators are 
not lost to the Canadian health research scene and at the same time 
encourage young scientists into research by developing a visible career 
pathway. Eleven awards were made in 1983-84 and the Council 
anticipates expanding this initiative in 1984-85. Each award is for 
five years and provides salary support. 


Health Professional Scientists: With their extensive professional 
training, health professional scientists are highly skilled providers of 
up-to-date specialized health care. Their role in research lies in 
furthering the vital interface between clinical and basic research. 
Scientific developments cannot readily reach the bedside without the 
involvement of health professional scientists. Nevertheless the number 
of researchers holding a health professional degree is inadequate; less 
than 30% of full-time clinical staff in schools of medicine and even 
fewer in schools of dentistry are actively involved in research. 
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Specific examinations in 1983-84 of the situation affecting nursing, 
pharmacy and the general category of clinician scientists will permit 
Council to place special emphasis in these areas, beginning in 1984-85. 


Regional and Institutional Disparities: Some 200 - 225 new 
investigators are required in the health research system in order to 
alleviate current regional and institutional disparities. In order to 
address these disparities, MRC will provide new opportunities for 
research in designated areas. 


Biotechnology: In 1983-84 new training support was initiated to ensure 
that adequate skills will be available in the future in order to exploit 
the promising field of biotechnology. As a complement to this 
initiative the Council will provide salary and operating support to 
permit the recruitment of additional investigators expert in 
biotechnological techniques. This initiative is designed to correct the 
present deficiencies in the Canadian health research system vis-a-vis 
the application of biotechnological approaches to health problems. 


Clinical Trials: It remains an MRC priority to compare scientifically 
the risks and benefits of medical interventions with those of other 
interventions. The current 12-centre trial on the use of cyclosporin ir 
kidney transplants is leading to two further trials, one to refine 
further the methods of immunosuppression in kidney transplants, and the 
other on the use of this drug in preventing juvenile onset diabetes. Ar 
application to conduct a trial on the prevention and treatment of pre- 
term labour, a major cause of infant morbidity and mortality, is now 
being considered. The Council is also working with the Canadian Heart 
Foundation to develop clinical trials in Cardiology for which 
application will be made to Council in 1984. Such trials are costly 
Since they demand the study of large numbers of patients and each 
involves many centres in Canada. 


Major Equipment: Throughout the 1970s and early 1980s, a lack of 
adequate resources to support the upgrading and expansion of the 
existing research infrastructure resulted in a research capability which 
was having difficulty maintaining its position at the frontiers of 
knowledge. As a result of the 1983-84 and 1984-85 budget increases, the 
Council has been and will be able to make a substantial contribution 
towards the restoration of the major equipment base. As a major 
priority of the Five-year Plan this initiative will total nearly $15 
million over the two year period. 
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3. Program Effectiveness 


With the initiation of a Five-Year Plan in 1983-84, a set of principles 
were adopted to guide future resource allocation. These principles are: 


@ The national biomedical research effort should: 


- contribute to and permit access to the world body of 
knowledge; 


- satisfy those research needs important to Canadians; 


- provide high quality education for students, health 
professionals and scientists; and, 


- promote the continued transfer of new knowledge to the 
health care system. 


@ The national commitment to biomedical research should: 


- include stable support for fundamental research and its 
application; 


- seek to balance the capability across all regions 
recognizing national health concerns; and, 


- seek appropriate balances between fundamental and applied 
research, the improvement of health services and disease 


prevention. 
& The support of health research should be based upon peer- 
adjudicated review and mindful of needs and technological 
opportunities. 


® Research capabilities should be enhanced through the 
provision of state-of-the-art equipment and effective 
communication of results. 


In 1982-83 the Council underwent a major reorganization to improve 
its ability to develop and deliver quality programming. At the same 
time it developed a continuing long-range planning capability. In 
Support of this reorganization the Council's staff increased from 39 to 
54 and is now supported by a management information system based upon 
computerized records. 


The peer group review system is the cornerstone of the Council's 
procedure for the identification of research proposals of high quality 
and ensures that each application for MRC funds is considered in detail 
by experts in the appropriate domaine; currently there are 23 Grants and 
6 Awards Committees. 
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Recently new measures have been developed and some implemented to 
further improve the peer-review process. For example, the Council 
decided to establish three competitions per annum to spread the 
increasing workload over the full year. Also, more site visits will be 
utilized as part of the examination process. 


To further enhance program effectiveness the Council implemented a 
five-to-seven year evaluation plan. This plan provides a timetable for 
the evaluation of each of the Council's current programs. The Council 
itself will direct the evaluations and the Standing Committees of 
Priorities and Planning, Research Funding, Manpower and Public Concerns 
will provide valuable input. The results of these evaluations will be 
reported in subsequent years. 


The following few examples typify the achievements made in the 
health research field as a consequence of MRC funding: 


® continued funding for important research in vestibular 
research including funding which will make one of Canada's 
first two Spacelab experiments possible; 


® Support of important studies related to the cause or causes 
of AIDS, in collaboration with other agencies; 


@ clinical trial of Cyclosporin A in kidney transplant patients 
to determine its effectiveness in preventing rejection 
episodes; 

e improvements in the technology of replacing the hip joint 


resulting in greater stability and durability; 


» support in the development of the first positron emission 
tomography camera using bismuth germanate sensors and its 
early applications in the study of brain disorders. Atomic 
Energy of Canada Limited has now developed a commercially 
available unit; 


& advances in the understanding of inherited metabolic 
disorders, their diagnosis and prevention through genetic 
counselling; and 


& continued provision at minimal cost of growth hormone 
extracted from human pituitaries at autopsy to hundreds of 
growth retarded children, and continued study of the optimal 
means of treating them.

Analysis by Activity 

A. Grants and Scholarships 
Objective 


To administer medical research grants and scholarships aimed at the 
Support of research in the field of health sciences. 


Resource Summary 


The Medical Research Council's program expenditures are virtually all 
contained in the Grants and Scholarships Activity. These expenditures, 
which constitute some 97.6% of the total, are in three areas: Grants, 
Manpower Support Programs, and Other Activities. Figure 3 below shows 
relative spending by area.

Description 


Grant Programs: Through its Grant Programs the Medical Research Council 
provides support for basic, applied and clinical research projects in 
the health sciences as proposed and carried out by investigators on the 
staff of medical, dental, pharmacy and veterinary medicine schools in 
Canadian universities and affiliated institutions, and in a few other 
Schools or departments such as psychology and nursing. Support is 
generally provided under three major categories. 


@ Operating Grants support research projects directed towards a 


defined objective, conducted by an investigator working alone 
or in collaboration with others. The grants may be used to 
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employ assistants or trainees, to purchase materials, 
supplies, and items of equipment costing less than $10,000, 
to buy and maintain laboratory animals, and to support 
limited travel costs. 


@ Major Equipment Grants provide for the purchase of items of 
equipment costing more than $10,000 normally to be used in 
research projects supported by the Council. 


® Maintenance Grants are provided for the operating support and 
maintenance of facilities shared by several investigators 
within an institution or region.

Grants-in-Aid meet the direct costs of research in the health 
sciences as proposed and carried out by investigators. 


Program Grants are used to support a research program involving 
closely integrated research activities carried out by two or more 
investigators. The program may be multi-disciplinary or within one 
discipline, and may originate and be carried out in one or several 
departments, faculties or universities. 


Development Grants are designed to provide special support to 
schools in which research is considered to be less than satisfactorily 
developed. In general these grants facilitate the recruitment and 
establishment in research of highly qualified investigators. 


Subject Research Development Grants are provided for stimulation of 
research in specific areas. For example, they have been used to 
stimulate the development of heart research and are presently being used 
to expand research in perinatology. 


Biotechnology Development Grants are designed to encourage further 


research in the application of recombinant DNA methods to problems 
directly applicable to the health sciences. 
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Support is provided under the MRC Group program to teams of two or 
more accomplished investigators for collaborative work over a period of 
years in what appears to be especially productive areas. The underlying 
philosophy of MRC Groups is essentially to create centres of excellence. 


General Research Grants are funds provided to Deans of Medicine, 
Dentistry, Pharmacy and Veterinary Schools for discretionary local 
research projects. 


The Medical Research Council has initiated various Special Projects 
to provide support for particular research projects in subjects or 
fields which may be expected to be specially productive and to foster 
research on topics of particular concern in Canada.

Manpower Support Programs: Through these programs, the Medical Research 
Council provides direct support for research personnel or research 
trainees and promotes exchange of scientific information and expertise. 
These programs are grouped under three main categories as follows: 


Salary Support Programs: The Career Investigators program provides 
Salary support to a number of highly qualified researchers who have made 
research a full-time career. The MRC Scientist program was initiated in 
1983-84 and is aimed at providing salary support for five years to 
outstanding investigators who have recently established their reputation 
aS independent researchers and who wish to devote their full time to 
health research. The Scholarship program affords those who have 
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recently completed their formal research training an opportunity to 
demonstrate their ability to carry out independent research. Research 
Professorships are designed to provide support for established 
investigators during a relatively short but intensive period of 
research. 


Research Training Programs: The Medical Research Council offers a 
number of programs for the support of highly qualified candidates 
seeking research training in the health sciences: the Centennial 
Fellowships and regular Fellowships for those who have an M.D., DIRS Ps 5 
D.V.M., or Ph.D. degree, and Studentships for those undertaking full- 
time training at the predoctoral level. To encourage an interest in 
research among undergraduates in Canadian schools of medicine, dentistry 
and pharmacy, the Council offers Summer Undergraduate Research 
Scholarships. 


Travel and Exchange Programs: These programs afford opportunities 
for collaboration and exchange of information between Canadian 
scientists and their colleagues in Canada and abroad. 


Refer to Figure 5 page 22 for the resources allocated to the 
Manpower Support Programs. 


Other Activities: This section represents $775,000 which is less than 
1% of the total grants and scholarships activity and comprises 
miscellaneous elements which cannot be integrated in the Grants Programs 
and the Manpower Support Programs. It includes a grant to the Canadian 
Council on Animal Care which is an autonomous advisory and supervisory 
body operating under the aegis of the Association of Universities and 
Colleges of Canada and supported financially by the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council and the Medical Research Council. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification

The total application intake for four MRC Programs (Grants-in-Aid, 
Scholarships, Fellowships and Studentships) has increased by 15.3% from 
1981-82 to 1982-83 and by 18.5% from 1982-83 to 1983-84. The total MRC 
resources for research funding has increased by 12.7% in 1982-83 which 
corresponded to the inflationary adjustment as calculated by the 
Research Price Index. This increase simply maintained the funding level 
in line with inflation and has not contributed to the volume increase of 
15.3%. The 1983-84 Main Estimates provided for an increase of 6% in 
accordance with the expenditure restriction program while the Research 
Price Index indicated an inflation of 11.6%. The supplementary funding 
approved for 1983-84 as a result of the Five-Year Plan now indicates a 
total increase of 23.8% from 1982-83 to 1983-84. 


In summary, the total application intake for these four MRC 
Programs has increased by 36.6% from 1981-82 to 1983-84 while the 
research funding level has increased by 39.5% including inflationary 
adjustments, or 13.8% in real terms.

Resource Summary 

The Administration Activity which includes all operating expenditures of 
the Council accounts for 2.41% of the MRC budget for 1984-85. It 


includes all the person-years of the Council.

In July 1982, approval was obtained for 15 additional person-years 
over a three year period commencing in 1982-83. The change of 3 person- 
years reflected in Figure 7 is the last increment resulting from the 
1982 approval. 


Description 


The Administration Activity comprises the management and administration 
of the Council including the President's Office, members of the Council, 
planning, development of policies and programs, operations in support of 
the administration of the grants and scholarships processes, public 
affairs, and administrative, financial and personnel services. 
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Performance Information/Resource Justification 


Operating expenditures and person-years have increased substantially 
over a two year period as it became obvious that the MRC Secretariat 
could no longer cope with the increased workload and additional 
requirements imposed by the development of new programs, the evaluation 
of the existing and new programs, the need to accommodate new priorities 
of the Council and the need to establish administrative policies and 
procedures in accordance with government practices. There was a need to 
improve communications with the scientific community and to inform the 
general public as to the programs of the MRC and its contribution to 
health research. The new organization and recent additions to staff are 
expected to produce these results.

Section I 
Program Overview 


A. Highlights 


The major focus of the Ministry of State for Economic and Regional 
Development (MSERD) is the provision of advice to Ministers on economic 
development matters, with particular reference to regional development, 
together with the coordination of federal activities in this field. The 
following goals have been identified as specific to this Estimates year: 


° Continued management of the Policy and Expenditure Management 
System for the Economic and Regional Development envelope and 
the Energy envelope. In 1984-85 these two envelopes will 
account for expenditures of $15.8 billion (see page 12). 


@ Continued implementation of a regional focus in economic 
policy and development. Implementation in 1984-85 will 
include the Strategic Overview assessment process, the 
preparation of the Economic Development Perspectives, and 
increased consultations with provincial governments. This 
will be accomplished with resources of $7,244,000 and 
116 person-years which have been allocated to regional offices 
(see page 13). 


@ To oversee the implementation of Special Recovery Capital 
Projects, which are on a "fast track" to ensure that they 
start on time, progress as planned, and are completed as 
quickly as possible. This will be accomplished with resources 
of $2,314,000 and 10 person-years in 1984-85 (see page 14). 


e To support the Canada Economic Development Plan for the Gaspé 
and Lower St. Lawrence, at a cost of $320,000 and four 
person-years (see page 14), and other plans that may be 
approved during the year. 


e Negotiation of agreements with provincial governments on 


economic development, and coordination of negotiations 
conducted by sector departments (see page 15).

C. Background 
ie Introduction 


The Ministry of State for Economic and Regional Development is one of 
several secretariats which provide support and advice to Cabinet

Committees. These Committees which play a key role in resource 
allocation through the Policy and Expenditure Management System (PEMS)

The Ministry was created in 1978 to perform a number of tasks which 
include: 


) providing secretariat support to the Cabinet Committee on 
Economic and Regional Development (see Program Organization 
for Delivery, page 8); 


& ensuring that policies of the departments, agencies, and Crown 
Corporations whose programs are within the economic 
development sector are formulated and applied in a coordinated 
way (for a list of these departments see Supplementary 
Information, page 22); 


@ holding consultations with business, labour and other levels 
of government about economic development matters with a view 
to cooperatively improving them; and 


% reviewing the allocation of funds of economic development 
departments, with authority to recommend reallocations as 
appropriate.

The Northern Pipeline Agency is separate from MSERD but is grouped 
with the Ministry for purposes of reporting to parliament. 


Le Legal Mandate 


The Ministry of State for Economic Development was established by 

Order in Council in 1978 under the Ministries and Ministers of State Act 
and subsequent amendments in 1983, under the passage of the Government 
Organization Act. The Order in Council gave the Ministry responsibility 
(0 4 


a develop, evaluate, and coordinate policies of the government 


that directly support Canadian economic and regional 
development; 


e seek cooperative relationships with provinces, business and 
labour and other public and private organizations for the 
development of the economy in all regions of the country; 


8 advise on the allocation of resources to federal programs that 
directly support economic and regional development; and 


@ develop mechanisms to improve the delivery of economic and 
regional development programs at the local or regional level. 


3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Ministry is to formulate, develop, evaluate and 
coordinate policies in relation to the programs and activities of the 
government that directly support Canadian economic and regional 
development. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Program consists of a single activity: Policy 
Formulation, Program Review and Evaluation. 


Organization Structure: The Secretary is the senior official of the 
Ministry and also serves as chairman of a Committee of Economic and 
Regional Development Deputy Ministers. The Ministry is organized into 
five branches in Ottawa and 10 economic development offices in the 
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regions (for a list of regional offices, see Supplementary Information, 
page 24). The Ottawa branches are: Operations, Policy, Regional and 
Projects Coordination (RPC), Communications, and Corporate Services. 
Each of the regional offices is administered by a Federal Economic 
Development Coordinator (FEDC). Figure 3 on page 11 presents the 
organization and resources for 1984-85. 


Operations: is responsible for providing analysis, assessments and 
briefings on proposals originating in economic development departments 
to the Minister, other members of the Cabinet Committee, and members of 
the Deputies' Committee. It is also responsible for advice on the 
management of the economic and regional development and energy envelopes 
for proposals for the reallocation of funds, and for identifying 
improvements to delivery of economic and regional development programs. 


Policy: is responsible for advising on coordinated economic 
development strategies, regional plans, and policy priorities. This 
function takes into consideration the framework of existing policies, 
proposed policy initiatives of economic development departments, and the 
positions of provincial governments, business, labour and other economic 
Broups. In particular, the Branch provides advise on the way in which 
macro-economic policies, the macro-economic environment and the 
framework of existing economic and regional development policies affect 
the structure and performance of individual sectors of the Canadian 
economy. 


Regional and Projects Coordination (RPC): carries out regional and 
special projects coordination on assignment from the Cabinet Committee 
or the Secretary. Responsibilities include the negotiation of Economic 
and Regional Development Agreements (ERDAs) with provincial governments, 
and the coordination of negotiations carried out by sector departments 
leading to subsidiary agreements; organizing consultations among 
business, labour, provincial governments and the federal government; 
Soordinating the activities of a number of federal departments in 
support of the negotiation or development of major private sector 
investment projects; and coordinating departments and agencies in the 
planning and delivery of governmental projects for which no one 
jJepartment has all the resources required. This Branch also makes 
recommendations on the Program's grants and contributions (see 
Supplementary Information, page 21). 


Communications: is responsible for advising the Ministers and 
their Deputy Ministers on the public information aspects of economic and 
regional development initiatives, for coordinating communications plans 
sriginating in economic development departments, and for evaluating the 
>ffectiveness of the government's public information activities in the 
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economic and regional development sector. It also provides public 
affairs support for the Ministry and its Minister. Communications has 
created a new regional analysis division in Ottawa to work closely with 
the Regional Communications Coordinator in each regional office. 


Corporate Services: is responsible for developing and maintaining 
all finance, personnel, administrative and decision support services 
essential to the efficient and effective operation of the Ministry as 
well as to the Ministry of State for Science and Technology. This 
includes the development and maintenance of integrated office and 
information systems and comprehensive documentation on government 
economic and regional development policies and programs. 


Federal Economic Development Coordinator (FEDC): is the senior 
federal economic development official in the 10 provinces. The FEDC 
performs the following functions: 


2 advises Cabinet on proposed regional economic development 
policies; 
@ assists in coordinating the activities of federal economic 


development departments in the region; 


* promotes cooperative and joint planning with the provincial 
government ; 


@ consults business, labour, municipal governments and other 
economic groups; 


e feeds regional considerations into the Cabinet decision-making 
process; 

e helps transmit government policy into the regions; and 

€ assists interdepartmental consultation, and assesses and 
attempts to resolve conflicts in or duplication of regional 
programs. 


The Coordinator serves as the chairman of a committee of economic 
development departments in the region. He/she ensures that economic 
strategies, policies and programs are well understood throughout the 
province and are coordinated down to the level at which they impact on 
individual communities. 
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The coordinator has access to economic development Ministers and 
all senior officials. This ensures the regional view has an impact on 


the design of programs delivered by departments and on the national 
policies adopted by the federal government.

In addition to policy formulation, consultation and coordination 
roles the Program has, under ministerial direction, been assigned lead 
responsibility for major economic projects that call for policy 
jJevelopment or program activity by more than one department. Working 
yith the Privy Council Office, Treasury Board, Finance, and economic 
Jevelopment departments, the Ministry assists in the preparation and 
organization of economic development issues which the Committee must 
deal with on a continuing basis. The Ministry maintains a system 
for regular, continuing discussion of issues by economic development 
Jepartment Deputy Ministers and provides concise assessments of 
these issues to the Committee of Ministers. This system is described 
9elow in Planning of Government Expenditures, beginning with the 
9lanning cycle. 
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5. Planning of Government Expenditures 


Within the context of the Policy and Expenditure Management System, the 
Ministry's role in the planning cycle for government expenditures begins 
with the late summer preparation of a Policy Sector Outlook. The Policy 
Sector Outlook outlines possible directions in overall government 
economic policy. This is submitted to the Priorities and Planning 
Cabinet Committee, which sets overall policy and direction for all 
policy envelopes. On receipt of overall policy direction and envelope 
resource level from Priorities and Planning, the Ministry prepares and 
issues, in mid-winter, planning guidelines to all line economic and 
energy departments for preparation of Strategic Overviews. 


The Strategic Overview, prepared by each department in the economic 
and energy sectors and submitted to MSERD, contains the following 
information: 


6 the major objectives of the department for the next five 
years, as approved by that department's Minister; 


8 a focus on significant changes in departmental objectives or 
operations which are anticipated within the five year planning 
perspective; and 


@ an analysis of financial, legislative or other factors which 
must be considered in context of the above. 


The Strategic Overview is reviewed by MSERD in early summer, and in 
conjunction with the operational plans from Treasury Board and the 
revised fiscal framework from the Department of Finance is used in the 
late summer/early fall by Priorities and Planning to confirm plans, 
policy directions, and enevelope resource level. This ultimately leads 
to the establishment of reference levels for Departments prior to the 
preparation of Main Estimates and the Fall update of the Operational 
Plans for the coming fiscal year. 


In addition to the planning cycle, there is an operations process 
which provides economic departments and agencies the opportunity to 
request new or changed economic policies and programs. The process 
begins with the department preparing either a Memorandum to Cabinet or a 
discussion paper. These are reviewed by MSERD before being submitted to 
the Policy Committee. After review, the Program provides advice to the 
Policy Committee by way of an Assessment Note, which is a concise 
analysis of the department's proposal within the context of the 
government's financial and program policies. The Policy Committee then 
reports to the Cabinet Committee on Priorities and Planning via a 
Committee Report. The Cabinet Committee makes a decision on the 
proposal, which is transmitted back to the originating line department. 
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D. Planning Perspective 
l. Environment 
Several factors affect the direction of the Ministry: 


Economic Climate: Recent inflation, unemployment, and attendant 
government fiscal restraint have engendered increased concern over 
economic policy. Of particular concern is the coordination of economic 
policies both within the federal government and amongst all levels of 
government in Canada. An additional concern is the regional disparity 
of economic well-being which exists within the country. 


International Trade: Approximately 30% of Canada's GNP is dependent on 
exports and, as such, access to foreign markets is key to the 
implementation of economic development policies and the improvement of 
the economic climate in Canada. Accordingly, the program seeks to 
ensure consistency between Canada's global trade strategy and the 
policies of economic Departments. 


Federal—Provincial Relations: A unified and coordinated economic policy 
is dependent on the relations and agreements between federal and 
provincial governments. MSERD is responsible for the negotiating of a 
ten year Economic and Regional Development Agreement with each of the 
ten provinces, and for the coordination of negotiations conducted by 
sector departments with the provinces of subsidiary agreemets. 


2e Initiatives 

The Ministry will undertake the following initiatives in 1984-85: 
Regional Development: A major initiative of the Program is to 
coordinate economic policies through 10 regional offices headed by 
Federal Economic Development Coordinators. In 1984-85, the Program will 
specifically undertake the following tasks: 

e negotiate Economic and Regional Development Agreements and 
appropriate planning agreements and coordinate the negotiation 
of subsidiary agreements by sector departments; 

® assess the regional impact of policies, programs and 
communications activities, with the Program acting as a 


catalyst in the two way interaction with the regions; and 


cy establish information and decision-support systems. 
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This will be accomplished within the Regional Office budget of 
$7,244,000 and 116 person-years for 1984-85. 


To Oversee the Implementation of Special Recovery Capital Projects: 
Special Recovery Capital Projects form an integral part of a broad 
action plan designed to generate greater growth and more jobs. Most of 
the selected projects had already been included in the capital plans of 
federal departments and agencies for the latter part of the decade, 
because of the contribution they would make to national economic 
development. The projects focus on six key areas: transportation, 
research and training facilities, resource develoment, vessel 
procurement, land and tourism development and high-technology 
procurement. They will provide much-needed support for sectors of the 
economy, such as construction, shipbuilding, fisheries and forestry. 


All projects are on a "fast track” to ensure that they start 
quickly, progress as planned, and are completed as early as possible. 
All applicable government planning, approval, tendering and other 
procedures are streamlined to facilitate fast-tracking. All departments 
and agencies are instructed to give priority attention to the swift 
implementation of the projects for which they are responsible, within 
the cost estimates that have been established. The government will also 
seek the active cooperation of the private sector and of provincial 
authorities to make sure that projects stay on track and within cost. 


The Minister of State for Economic and Regional Development has 
overall responsibility for Special Recovery Capital Projects. He 
is assisted by a Special Committee of Cabinet. A Special Recovery 
Capital Projects Board has been established to coordinate the management 
and execution of projects on time and on budget. This will require 
additional Program resources of $2,314,000 and 10 person-years in 
1984-85. 


Assumption of Additional Program Responsibilities: The Program will 
assume responsibility for the following in 1984-85: 


® the Corporate Services function of MOSST at a cost of $688,000 
and 14 person-years. 


Support of the Canada Economic Development Plan for the Gaspé and Lower 
St. Lawrence: The government has approved an integrated plan for the 
Gaspé and Lower St. Lawrence region. The plan provides for initiatives 
that will create permanent and long-term job opportunities. Funding 
will be resourced through other programs and will be divided amongst the 
following sectors:

The Ministry of State for Economic and Regional Development will be 
responsible for the coordination of the implementation and the 
evaluation of the plan requiring MSERD resources of $1.7 million over 
five years ($320,000 in 1984-85). The operational plan will be under 
the direction of an Executive Committee, chaired by the Federal Economic 
Development Coordinator, with membership drawn from the senior 
representatives in the region of the aforementioned sectoral 
departments. In addition, the Committee will be responsible for "fast 
tracking" local procedures (contracts and coordination) and recommending 
allocations of funds for operating expenditures, adjustments, and new 
projects for approval to the Cabinet Committee on Economic and Regional 
Development or the Treasury Board of Canada. 


The Committee will be supported by an MSERD Secretariat to be 
located in Rimouski. The Secretariat will also be responsible for the 
monitoring of the implementation of the specific projects to be carried 
out. 


Economic and Regional Development Agreements (ERDAs): The Ministry is 
responsible for negotiating ERDAs and coordinating the negotiations of 
subsidiary agreements conducted by sector departments. An ERDA is a ten 
year agreement between a provincial government and the federal 
government which establishes a framework for cooperation and 
consultation on matters relating to economic development in the 
province. The ERDA provides for annual ministerial consultation on 
priorities, identification of measures which might be wudertaken by 
sectoral departments consistent with priorities, and continuing 
consultation and coordination by designated officials. ERDAs are not 
vehicles for funding. However, initiatives carried out pursuant to an 
ERDA which require expenditures are the responsibility of the line 
departments as specified in the subsidiary agreements. In addition, 
this Ministry negotiates subsidiary planning agreements with the 
provinces in consultation with the sectoral line departments. 
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Creation of a Regional Fund: The Regional Fund was created as part of 
the government reorganization announced in January 1982, using funds 
made available as a result of the expiry of sub-agreements under the 
existing General Development Agreements. The Regional Fund is a 
dedicated reserve within the Economic Development Expenditure Envelope 
and allocations from the Fund are authorized by Cabinet on the 
recommendation of the Cabinet Committee on Economic and Regional 
Development chaired by the Minister of State for Economic and Regional 
Development. 


33 Program Effectiveness 


The implementation of the Policy and Expenditure Management System, 
and more specifically the economic and energy envelopes, has proceeded 
to a fully operational status. The Program has facilitated the 
implementation of PEMS and provides support through development and 
assessment of economic policies which reflect government priorities and 
the needs of Canada's regions. While these results can be monitored, 
objective program effectiveness measures cannot be defined. 
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4, Resource Justification 
Justification of resources is best achieved for the Program by 
presenting some of the operational tasks performed by the organization.

Section I 
Program Overview 


A. Highlights 


The major focus of the Ministry of State for Social Development 
(MSSD) is the ongoing provision of advice to the Cabinet Committee 
on Social Development on the government's social priorities and 
policies, and the coordination of policies and programs in the 

social policy area. 


Within the overall mandate, the Ministry has focussed mainly on 
these responsibilities: 


@ assistance to the Chairman, the Committee and departments 


in defining and moving forward the Key social priorities of 
the government; 


e refinement of an overall strategy for the social sector, 
within which ministerial proposals and the ongoing 
committee process can be advanced; and 


e development of approaches to reviewing and assessing the 
evolution of the Policy and Expenditure Management System 
(PEMS). 


While the orientation of the Ministry will continue in this 
direction for 1984-85, the following initiatives, identified in the 
December 7, 1983 Speech from the Throne as other government 
priorities, will be coordinated to facilitate work being undertaken 
by the appropriate departments specifically within this Estimates 
year: 


@ assessment of the adequacy and fairness of our retirement 


income system, including the adequacy of income security 
measures for the elderly; 


@® examination of the Canadian medicare and health delivery 
system; 
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e development and examination of options with reference to 
the impact of technological change and the current economic 
situation on employment and the special problems this 
entails for youth and women; 


e review of federal housing programs to protect homeowners 
and meet the special needs of renters, the poor, the 
elderly, etc.; 


@ moving forward on the process of the First Ministers!

e moving forward with legislative initiatives to reform and 
modernize the Criminal Law and to ensure the consistency 0:

C. Background 


is Introduction 


The Ministry of State for Social Development is one of several 
secretariats which provide support and advice to Cabinet Committees. 
MSSD assists the Cabinet Committee on Social Development, which is 
responsible for the Social Affairs and Justice and Legal Envelopes. 
The other Committees are as follows: 


Communications; 

Economic and Regional Development; 
Foreign and Defence Policy; 
Government Operations; 

Labour Relations; 

Legislation and House Planning; 
Priorities and Planning; 

Public Service; 

Security and Intelligence; 
Special Committee of Council; 
Treasury Board; and 

Western Affairs. 
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The Ministry was created in 1980 to perform a number of tasks 
which include: 


@® supporting the Cabinet Committee on Social Development in 
the preparation of plans and strategies for the social 
sector and in the determination of its priorities; 


@ coordinating the development of policy proposals across the 
span of departments and agencies which comprise the Social 
Affairs and Justice and Legal envelopes; 


@ coordinating the review and evaluation of existing social 
programs and policies in view of the priorities established 
by the Cabinet Committee; and 


@ ensuring the effective management of the financial 
resources of the envelope. 


Further description of the Program and its relationship with 
line departments is provided in the Planning of Government 
Expenditures section, page 12. 


2. Legal Mandate 


The Ministry of State for Social Development was established in 1980 
under the Ministries and Ministers of State Act with the mandate to 
formulate and develop policies with respect to: 


e the most appropriate means by which the Government of 
Canada may, through measures within its field of 
jurisdiction, have a beneficial influence on the 
development of the individual, the family and the community 
in Canada; 


e the integration of programs and activities supporting the 
welfare of the individual and social development, including 
their coordination with other policies and programs of the 
Government of Canada; and

e the fostering of cooperative relationships with the 
provinces, and with public and private organizations to 
secure conditions that allow and assist the fulfillment of 
human rights, aspirations and the requirements of social 
justice. 


3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Program is to formulate, develop, evaluate and 
coordinate policies in relation to the programs and activities of 

the Government that support Canadian social development and the 
well-being of Canadians. 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Program consists of one activity: 
Policy Formulation, Program Review and Evaluation. 


Organization Structure: The Program, located in Ottawa, is 

headed by a Secretary who reports to the Minister of State for 
Social Development. The Secretary serves as Chairman of the 
Committee of Social Development Deputy Ministers. Reporting to the 
Secretary are three Deputy Secretaries (Finance and Coordination; 
Program Delivery; Income Support and Transfer Payments) and three 
Directors (Secretariat, Committee Support; Communications; 
Personnel, Finance and Administration). Other directorates are 
established from time to time on an as-required basis to deal with 
major social initiatives (at present: Expo '86; Human Resources). 
The branches are as follows: 


Finance and Coordination Branch: This Branch pursues work 
in three broad areas: 


e@ policy planning, which includes assisting the Cabinet 
Committee in the identification, development and 
implementation of its priorities through the Strategic 
Overview Process, and coordinating the analysis and advice 
to the Committee and its Chairman on major social 
initiatives;

@ expenditure management, which involves management of the 
policy reserve, program reallocation, evaluation of the 
A-Base, and assessment of the organization and delivery of 
social programs; and 


® coordination, which involves the management of priority 
and/or inter-envelope issues, such as social issues related 
to economic development. This requires extensive 
collaboration with Finance, Treasury Board, and the 
Ministry of State for Economic and Regional Development. 
As well, this Branch is considering the development of a 
regional capability within the Ministry, compatible with 
the regional structure on the economic side. 


Program Delivery Branch: This Branch assesses policy 
proposals submitted to the Cabinet Committee and prepares Assessmen 
Reports which are distributed to all members of the Committee for 
the following areas: 


e Culture and Immigration; 


e Justice and Legal; 


@ Indian and Northern Affairs; and 


@ Health, Housing and Environment. 


In addition to this analysis and evaluation function, the 
Branch works with departments in the development of new program 
initiatives and policy reviews. As well it manages the development 
of strategies for priority issues such as aboriginal rights. 


Income Support and Transfer Payments Branch: This Branch is 
responsible for assessment and analysis of policy proposals and 
preparation of Assessment Reports in three major policy areas: 


e Canada Employment and Immigration Commission, including 
occupational training, job creation and unemployment 
insurance; 
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e direct transfers and income support programs including 
public and private pensions, Family Allowances and other 
family benefits such as daycare subsidies; social policy 
tax expenditures such as the child, marital and age 
exemptions, or deductions for child care expenses or 
pension contributions; and 


e intergovernmental transfers including Established Programs 
Financing (post-secondary education, health insurance) and 
Canada Assistance Plan (social assistance and services). 


The Branch is involved in the development of the federal 
government's strategy with respect to major policy issues such as 
the National Health Act, Post-Secondary Education and Pensions 
Policy. 


Secretariat, Committee Support: The Secretariat organizes 
and supports the Social Development Committee of Deputy Ministers, 
the Comprehensive Claims Committee, the Olympics '88 Committee and 
all other 'ad hoc' committees presided over by the Secretary within 
MSSD. These support activities for the Committees are further 
integrated with those carried out by the Privy Council Office for 
the Cabinet Committee on Social Development. As well, the 
Secretariat coordinates the handling and preparation of 
correspondence, Cabinet documents and other documentation routed to 
the Secretary's Office.

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Communications: This directorate is responsible for 
advising Ministers and Deputy Ministers on the public information 
aspects of social development initiatives and examining the 
coordination and implementation of communication plans. 


Personnel, Finance and Administration: This directorate is 
responsible for developing and maintaining all personnel, finance 
and administrative policies and procedures, as well as providing 
management support services essential to the operation of the 
Ministry. 


5. Planning of Government Expenditures 


The planning cycle under the Policy and Expenditure Management 
System (PEMS) begins with the fall preparation of a Policy Sector 
Outlook, which outlines possible directions in overall government 
social policy. This is considered by the Cabinet Committee on 

Social Development and subsequently submitted to the Priorities and 
Planning Cabinet Committee, which sets overall direction and funding 
levels for all policy envelopes. Other sector outlooks are also 
submitted by three other Cabinet Committees: Economic Development, 
Foreign and Defence Policy, and Government Operations, for 
consideration by Priorities and Planning. On the basis of the 

policy directions established by Priorities and Planning, the 

Cabinet Committee on Social Development prepares a work plan for the 
systematic consideration of proposals (new initiatives and reviews) 
within the sector and also prepares planning guidelines for use by 
departments and Ministers in the preparation of their Strategic 
Overviews. 


The Strategic Overview, submitted by each Minister in the 
social affairs and justice and legal envelopes, contains the 
following information: 


e the key objectives of the Minister for the next five 
years; 


@ acconcise assessment of the major problems and 
opportunities the Minister foresees for his department and 
agencies, and recommendations for dealing with them within 
the planning perspective; and 
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6 an analysis of financial, legislative or other factors 
which must be considered in context of the above. 


The Strategic Overviews are reviewed by MSSD in early summer 
and provide a basis for the development of the Policy Sector 
Outlook. In conjunction with the operational plans submitted by 
departments to Treasury Board, the Strategic Overviews form part of 
the overall expenditures plan submitted to Priorities and Planning 
by the Minister of Finance and the President of Treasury Board. 


Throughout the fiscal year, Ministers bring forward proposals 
for the consideration of their colleagues in the Social Policy 
Committee in the form of Memoranda to Cabinet and Discussion Papers. 
After review, advice is provided to the Policy Committee by way of 
an Assessment Report, which is a concise analysis of the 
department's proposal within the context of the government's 
financial and program policies. The Policy Committee then reports 
to the Cabinet or Cabinet Committee on Priorities and Planning via a 
Committee Report. The Priorities and Planning Committee makes a 
decision on the proposal, which is transmitted back to the 
originating line department, and to Treasury Board for 
implementation. 


D. Planning Perspective 


i Environment 


Social and Economic Climate: The interaction of both social and 
economic concerns will have profound impacts on existing social 
policies and programs and on the opportunities for, and constraints 
on, future social development. The Ministry must assess the impact 
of such social factors as changes in family structure, the role of 
women, demography and employment patterns and consider priorities 
and options in light of such economic factors as unemployment rates, 
uncertainty about inflation, future restructuring of the economy and 
the introduction of high technology. It is evident that many social 
programs interact in crucial ways with economic development programs 
which are increasingly tailored to regional circumstances. 


Federal-Provincial Relations: A unified and coordinated social 
policy is dependent on the relations and agreements between federal 
and provincial governments. MSSD must be sensitive to the federal- 
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provincial climate and provide appropriate input into the 
negotiations between federal and provincial governments on major 
social initiatives. 


23 Initiatives 


The Program, in its role of assisting and advising the Cabinet 
Committee for Social Development, will coordinate the following 
initiatives, in addition to others assigned during the year by the 
Social Development Committee or by Priorities and Planning, to 
facilitate the work being undertaken by the applicable departments. 


Assessment of the Adequacy and Fairness of our Retirement Income 
System: The government's avowed number one social priority, as 
identified in the Speech from the Throne, is to reduce proverty 
among the aged. This will be tackled on two fronts: 


® examination of a possible Guaranteed Income Supplement 
increase which could focus on those elderly who need help 
most, the huge majority of which are single women; and 


e reform of the pension system itself to reduce poverty in 
the future. This initiative encompasses reforms to the 
Pensions Benefit Standards Act, and, in conjunction with 
the provinces, changes to the Canada and Quebec Pension 
Plans. 


Examination of the Health Care System and Canadian Medicare: 
Following the introduction of new legislation to clarify the 

objectives of Canada's health insurance system and ensure universal 
access continues. The Program will monitor the progress and impact 
of implementation. In addition, attention will be given t the 
reduction of long-term costs of health-care through preventive 
programs, para-medical services and other initiatives the Committee 
will want to address. 


Development and Examination of Options with Reference to the 

Impact of Technological Change and the Current Economic Situation on 
Employment: From the projections in the April 1983 Budget, it is 
clear that continued high levels of unemployment, the advent of new 
technologies in the work place, and economic restructuring will pose 
significant challenges for youth, women and others. There is a need 
to address this critical area realistically and with a clear sense 
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of the macro-economic and fiscal constraints on the Capacity of the 
government to lower the rate of unemployment rapidly and legislate 
in the area of technological impact. Measures of assistance 
mentioned in the Speech from the Throne included the Career Access 
Program and the new Minister of State for Youth. 


Review of Federal Housing Programs to Protect Homeowners and Meet 
Special Needs: Over the last few decades, the principal thrust of 
federal housing policy has been to promote homeownership for as many 
Canadians as possible and to provide rental assistance for the 
neediest households. To this end, direct federal expenditures for 
housing total some $1.7 billion, with approximately 40 percent of 
these funds directed to programs for low-income households. These 
programs are delivered in conjunction with the provinces, and there 
is a general recognition of the need for increased visibility of 
federal housing expenditures. At the same time, there is also a 
recognition, heightened by a recent Canada Mortgage and Housing 
evaluation report on Non-Profit and Cooperative Housing, of the need 
to review federal expenditures to ensure that assistance is provided 
first to those most in need. 


To provide homeowners with protection from uneven economic condi- 
tions, certain measures were proposed in the Speech from the Throne. 
They include initiatives to strengthen confidence in the housing 
market and to enhance the flexibility of the mortgage market. 


Moving Forward on the Process of the First Ministers' Conference 

on the Rights of the Aboriginal Peoples of Canada: The process of 
the First Ministers' Conferences represents an historic turning 
point. It holds the promise of ongoing consultations to accommodate 
the aboriginal peoples' legitimate needs and aspirations. While 
important initiatives in a number of other areas including 
On-Reserve Housing and the Native Economic Development Fund have 
been undertaken, it is clear that the fundamental achievement of the 
government in responding to the needs of native peoples will be the 
establishment and pursuit of the First Ministers’ process. In this 
connection, the Minister of State for Social Development is a member 
of the First Ministers' Conference, and is represented on the Deputy 
Ministers' Committee and the Assistant Deputy Ministers! 
Coordinating Committee. 


Moving Forward with Legislative Initiatives to Reform and 
Modernize the Criminal Law and to Ensure Consistency with the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms: In this area, a major 
focus of MSSD, in conjunction with the Department of Justice, will 
be on the government's continuing law reform and modernization 
initiatives. 
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In this regard, the Criminal Law Review is expected to result 
in further major legislative reforms to include mandatory sentences 
for violent offenders, stiffer penalties and procedures for impaired 
drivers and the speeding up of the administration of justice. 
Amendments will also be prepared to ensure the consistency of 
federal legislation with the equality rights provisions of the 
Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 


Facilitating the Response to the Recommendations of the Federal 
Cultural Policy Review Committee and the Parliamentary Task Force on 
Visible Minorities: In the area of broadcasting and culture, MSSD 

will continue to perform the anlysis required to facilitate response 

to the recommendations of the Federal Cultural Policy Review 
Committee as policy proposals are submitted for film, video and 

sound recording by the Minister of Communications. Proposed 
changes to copyright laws to provide greater protection for the work 
of artists, authors and entertainers was also described in the 

Speech from the Throne. 


Early attention will be paid to the report of the Parliamentary Task 
Force on Visible Minorities with possible implications for current 
legislation against hate literature. 


Directing Further Attention to the Vital Voluntary Sector: The 
Speech from the Throne indicated the government's desire to increase 
the profile and role played by voluntary organizations in the 
enhancement of every Canadian's life. Specific proposals include a | 
National Voluntary Service which will provide incentives to hire | 
Canadians and further funding for women's voluntary organizations | 
and for research on women's issues including daycare. | 


Providing the Federal Coordination Secretariat for Expo '86: The | 
Federal Coordination Secretariat provides services for the | 
coordination of the federal government's participation in Expo '86 

in Vancouver, including assistance to Canada Harbour Place | 
Corporation in its responsibilities to construct and operate the | 
Canadian Government Pavilion at Canada Place, and is responsible for | 
Federal Presence activities elsewhere in Vancouver for Expo '86. 


3. Program Effectiveness 


The effectiveness of the Program must be viewed in context of the 
objective to formulate, develop, evaluate and coordinate policies in 
relation to the programs and activities of the government that | 
directly support Canadian social development. The attainment of 
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this objective is exemplified by the efficient operation of the 
Cabinet Committee on Social Development, commensurate with the 
Support provided by the Program's organization. 


The implementation of the Policy Expenditure Management System, 
and more specifically the social and justice and legal envelopes, 
has proceeded to a fully operational status. The Program has 
facilitated the implementation of PEMS and provides ongoing support 
through development and assessment of social policies which reflect 
government priorities and the needs of Canada's regions. 


4. Resource Justification 


The specific resources allocated to the Program's three Branches and 
three Directorates are illustrated in Figure 2, page 11. 


Income Support and Transfer Payments Branch is divided into 
two divisions: Transfer to Individuals and Intergovernment 
Transfers. These units carry out the following selected operational 
tasks: 


@® analysis and evaluation of policy proposals; 


@® preparation of Assessment Reports; 


e working with departments in the development of new program 
initiatives and policy reviews as well as preparation and 
review of department Strategic Overviews; 


@® management of the development of strategies for priority 
issues. 


The Deputy Secretary of Finance and Coordination oversees 
three divisions; tasks, arranged as follows: 


e Policy Overview and Planning 


- assistance to the Cabinet Committee in identifying, 
developing and implementing its priorities; 
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- coordination of analysis and advice to the Committee 
and its Chairperson on major social initiatives. 


e Financial Planning 


- management of the policy reserve, program reallocations 
and evaluation of the A-Base; 


- assessment of organization and delivery of social 
programs. 


@ Coordination 


- management of priority and inter-envelope issues; 


- development of a regional capability highlighting 
greater sensitivity to regional concerns in social 
priorities. 


The largest Branch in terms of resources allocated is Program 
Delivery. Similar to the previously mentioned Income Support and 
Transfer Payments Branch, it is divided into four areas grouped by 
program and arranged as follows: Culture and Immigration, Justice 
and Legal, Indian and Northern Affairs and Health, Housing and 
Environment. Each of these areas are responsible for: 


e analysis and evaluation of policy proposals; 


@® preparation of Assessment Reports; 


e working with departments in the development of new program 
initiatives and policy reviews as well as preparation and 
review of department Strategic Overviews; 


@e management of the development of strategies for priority 
issues. 
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In addition, Program Delivery provides services for special 
subcommittees such as the special subcommittees for the Olympics and 
Comprehensive Claims. 


The three directorates utilize their resources for a variety of 


purposes in attaining the overall objectives of the program and 
ensuring its quality. 


Communications has responsibility for: 


@ analysis and evaluation of communications aspects of policy 
proposals in the Social Development envelope; 


@ advice and recommendations to the Cabinet Committee on 
Social Development on communicating social policy to the 
public; 


@ coordinating communications strategies among Social 
Development departments, and ensuring integration of policy 
and communication objectives; and 


@ media monitoring and Parlamentary liaison. 
Personnel, Finance and Administration provide: 
& personnel, financial and administration services; and 


® management support services which encompass standard 
records management. 


Finally, the Secretary's Office and Committee Support 
Directorate ensure: 


@ provision of overall direction and coordination for 
Ministry; 
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e provision of support services to the Cabinet Committee on 
Social Development and the committee of Social Development 
Deputy Ministers; and 


e handling and preparation of correspondence, Cabinet 
Documents and other documentation routed to the Secretary's 


Office.

C. Background 
Wes Introduction 


The Ministry is responsible for formulating policies and providing 
advice on science and technology to the federal government. Its mandate 
covers the science and technology activities of government departments 
and includes other activities such as those of industry and of 
universities insofar as they interact with the federal government. 


The Secretary of MOSST has also been named Chief Science Advisor to 
the Government, with responsibility for providing expert and 
dispassionate advice to Cabinet and its Committees on priorities for, 
and the planning of, Canada's overall science and technology effort. 


The other agencies which report to the Minister of State for 
Science and Technology are the National Research Council, the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council and the Science Council of 
Canada. 
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2- Legal Mandate 

The Ministry of State for Science and Technology was established by 
Order in Council in 1971 with a mandate to develop policies with respect 
to: 


@ the establishment of priorities for science and technology; 


ey the support of science and technology and its application in 
furthering national objectives; 


e the optimum investment in science and technology by 
governments, industry and universities; 


& the coordination of federal science and technology programs 
with other government policies; 


& cooperation with the provinces, other organizations and other 
nations; 

@ the organization of science and technology in the public 
service; 

e the allocation of financial and personnel resources; and 

© the extent and nature of Canada's participation in 


international scientific undertakings. 


On July 31, 1980, the Prime Minister designated MOSST as the lead 
department for space research and development policy and the 
coordination of space activities among federal government departments 
and agencies. 


On July 15, 1983, the Prime Minister assigned the additional new 
role of Chief Science Advisor to the federal government to the Secretary 
of the Ministry of State for Science and Technology. In addition to the 
issues outlined above, the Chief Science Advisor is to advise on: 


& the integration of a long-range scientific perspective into 
the policy development process and into specific proposals; 


& the identification of areas which are science and technology 
intensive and which will have a significant impact on Canada; 
and 

& the quality and effectiveness of science and technology 


policies. 
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Be Program Objective 


MOSST's objective is “to encourage the development and use of science 
and technology in support of national goals.” 


4. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The program consists of a single activity, namely, 
policy formulation, development, assessment and provision of advice. 


Organization Structure: MOSST is located entirely in Ottawa and is 
organized into two policy branches and a Communications Branch. 
Administrative Services are shared with the Ministry of State for 
Economic and Regional Development. Figure 2 on page 9 presents the 
organization and resources for 1984-85. The financial resources for 
administration are included in the allocation for the 
Minister/Secretary while the human resources (14 person-years) and 
associated salary costs are included in the budget of the Ministry of 
State for Economic and Regional Development. 


Operations: This branch is responsible for providing the Chief 
Science Advisor and the Cabinet committee system with advice on current 
issues involving science and technology considerations and for 
responding to requests for special studies. 


Policy and Strategy: This branch is responsible for providing the 
Chief Science Advisor and the Cabinet committee system with advice on 
longer-range science and technology issues that are likely to have 
impact on the economic and social development of the country. This 
Branch is also responsible for the development of space research and 
development policy and coordination of space activities among government 
departments and agencies. 


Communications: This branch is responsible for providing a 
catalytic and coordinative role in encouraging effective federal 
communication of science and technology related issues. It also 
provides public affairs support for the Minister and Ministry. 


Corporate Services: These services are provided by the Ministry of 
State for Economic and Regional Development. Corporate Services is 
responsible for developing and maintaining all finance, personnel, 
administrative and decision support services for the efficient and 
effective operation of the Ministry, including development and 
maintenance of integrated office and information systems and 
comprehensive documentation on government science and technology 
policies and programs.

Se Program Description 


The Chief Science Advisor and his Secretariat, the Ministry of State for 
Science and Technology, are responsible for providing expert advice to 
senior government officials, Ministers, Cabinet Committees and, on 
request, the Prime Minister on all areas of science and technology and 
their impact on the economic and social development of the nation as 
well as on foreign affairs and national defense. 


In particular, MOSST is responsible for: 


© assessing the science and technology related policies and 
programs of the federal government as they relate to the 
provincial governments and the industrial and university sectors 
in Canada and foreign countries which have an impact on the 
Canadian economy; 


e identifying those areas of significant impact on the economy, on 
society, on international relations and national defense, 
recommending priorities for science and technology, and 
developing cohesive and comprehensive strategies to achieve 
them; and 


6 integrating the long-range scientific and technological 
perspective into the policy development process of government 
and into specific proposals put forward by departments and 
ministries. 
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The Chief Science Advisor has direct access to Cabinet, 
particularly through the Cabinet Committees, and influences the funds 
allocated to and priorities given to science and technology related 
initiatives in departmental proposals. The Ministry does not have a 
program budget nor does it directly control the science and technology 
budgets of other departments. Its influence on the science and 
technology related priorities and expenditures in the federal and 
provincial governments, industry, and universities is exerted through 
both formal and informal contacts in those organizations, and ultimately 
through advice to Cabinet. 


D. Planning Perspective 
l. Environment 


Science and Technology are vital to the economic and social progress of 
Canada and there is an ever-increasing need for policies having an 
impact on the total environment of research and technological 
innovation, whether in industry, universities or federal and provincial 
governments. MOSST continues to develop broad policies, as well as 
providing more specific advice on sectoral aspects of science. 


Federal science expenditures are not isolated as a separate budget 
by the federal government but are spread across several envelopes. A 
basic understanding of the linkages between the federal government's 
science and technology policies is essential to MOSST's task of 
recommending on resource allocation and policies relating to science. 


Economic Conditions: Economic restraints in both public and private 
sectors call for judicious allocation of resources to science and 
technology endeavours. MOSST's advice on priorities and resource 
allocation seeks to ensure that science and technology expenditures 
produce optimum economic development. 


Technology Development: The development and application of new 
technologies will be crucial to overcoming the chronic problem of slow 
productivity growth which Canada has experienced over the past decade 
and to the improvement of Canada's competitive position in world 
markets. Consistent with this, the government's Technology Policy has 
outlined objectives aimed at allowing Canada to take advantage of the 
unprecedented technological opportunities now occurring, and MOSST will 
be giving very high priority to furthering these objectives. 


Social Impact of Technological Change: The rapid introduction of new 
technologies is changing many dimensions of Canadians' lives at an 
unprecedented pace. Consistent with the objectives of the Technology 
Policy, MOSST will continue to be concerned that the process of 
technological change is managed so that Canadians are aware of the 
problems and opportunities that might arise, and that the benefits of 
technology development are shared equitably. 
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26 Initiatives 
MOSST initiatives for 1984-85 are: 


Framework for S&T Priorities and Issues: MOSST will carry out activities 
aimed at providing a decision framework for science and technology 
issues and priorities. This will assist the identification of current 
and emerging issues with respect to Canada's support and utilization of 
scientific and technological developments, and will help to determine 
strategic directions for the national science and technology effort that 
are supportive of the government's economic and social development 
priorities. Such a framework would also serve to provide broad 
guidelines for the allocation of resources to the government's science 
and technology programs. 


Implementation of the Technology Policy: MOSST will seek to ensure that 
the objectives of the Technology Policy are achieved. The development 
and use of the technologies needed to increase Canadian productivity and 
to enhance our economic competitiveness were of primary concern in the 
Policy, and MOSST will accordingly be addressing such issues as improved 
university-industry research and development (R&D) linkages, diffusion 
of technologies, government procurement policies and the disposition of 
intellectual properties arising from federally supported R&D. The 
Ministry will also be seeking to ensure that the process of development 
and introduction of new technologies occurs in a beneficial manner from 
social, economic and regional development perspectives. 


Longer-Term Policy Activities: Substantial MOSST initiatives will be 
devoted to the provision of policy advice on longer-term science and 
technology issues related to the economic and social development of the 
country. This work, which is the responsibility of the Policy and 
Strategy Branch, will integrate the knowledge and efforts of specialists 
in internal government policies and programs, and senior advisors who 
are experts on industrial, university, federal-provincial, and 
international science and technology matters. 


Strategic Technologies: The Ministry will act as the focal point for the 
acquisition of information concerning existing and emerging 
technologies, the analytical assessment of and provision of advice on 
alternative courses of action open to Canada and their related policy 
implications, and the formulation of strategies and policy options on 
the federal role in support of the development and application of 
technologies which will be critical in the context of industrial 
economic and social policies and objectives. 
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Assessment of Current Initiatives: A significant component of the 
shorter-term activities will be the assessment of science and technology 
policies and programs being brought forward to Ministers. This will 
entail the systematic analysis of departments' policy and program 
proposals and the provision of MOSST advice to the Chief Science Advisor 
and to Ministers concerning these proposals. This function will be 
primarily the responsibility of MOSST's Operations Branch, but will also 
involve substantial participation of the Policy and Strategy Branch. 


The Space Program: MOSST plays a key role in developing and updating 
Canada's three-year space plan. As the Canadian Space Program and the 
Space Industry develops, MOSST must ensure that Canada's plan is adapted 
to current and future needs. Accordingly, MOSST will study the space 
plan for 1984/85 and beyond with a view to updating portions, and will 
examine policy alternatives. In addition, there is a need to assess 
whether the space industry is meeting its goals. MOSST will continue to 
generate performance and other data through the Canadian Space Industry 
Information Bank. 


Biotechnology: MOSST will be providing the Secretariat to the National 
Biotechnology Advisory Committee and undertaking studies and providing 
advice on: proprietary rights; safety and biohazard regulations 
relating to biotechnology; and the continuing and proposed programs on 
Biotechnology in Canada. 


Review of Technology Policies and Programs: A Task Force comprised of 
six representatives from industry, labour and the university sector will 
complete a review of federal policies and programs of relevance to 
technology development and make recommendations on ways in which such 
programs and policies can make an improved contribution to the 
government's social, technological and economic development objectives. 
A response by the government to the recommendations will subsequently be 
prepared. 


Public Awareness: A program for the public awareness of science and 
technology has been initiated by the Ministry of State for Science and 
Technology. The program, administered by Supply and Services Canada, 
provides grants to non-governmental organizations to assist them in 
promoting public awareness and education of science and technology and 
its impact on the public. The effectivenes of the program will be 
assessed after one year of operation and a report prepared on the 
activities it has supported and their effectiveness. 
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3. Program Effectiveness 


The effectiveness of the program must be viewed in context of the 
objective to formulate, develop, assess, and coordinate policies and 
advise the government on matters affecting the development and 
application of science and technology and their contribution to national 
economic and social goals. MOSST's program effectiveness will thus be 
measured by the quality and acceptability of its advice relative to the 
program objective. Measures of the degree to which the objective is 
attained are at best subjective, and can only be provided by the members 
of the Cabinet Policy Committees.

Bs Grants and Contributions 


Contributions, as illustrated in Figure 6, will decrease in 1984-85 by 
$439,000, primarily because of the transfer of responsibilities for the 
International Institute for Applied Systems Analysis to the Department of 
External Affairs. The grant program will be transferred to the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council effective 1984-1985.
